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Officials huddle on Bears9 stadium for Arlington

A top-level meeting among the owner 


nf the Chicago Bean, the president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp. and offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights was held 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of n 
new Bears stiullum at Arlington Park 
Race Track, It was learned Thursday. 


The talk at the Arlington Park Hilton 


Hotel reportedly centered on the village's 
ability to issue revenue bonds to pay for 
the stadium, estimated at around $35 
million. 


Village Pros. Ralph H. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights, who attended the meet- 
ing, said Thursday Bears' team owner 


George Halas and Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president, indicated there 
would be future meetings soon to refine 
the cost figures. 


"They've got to go back and get much 


better figures than what they had," Clar- 
bour said. "I guess they're doing the re- 
search on it now." 


The Bears management reportedly is 


interested In a stadium similar to one 
built recently near Buffalo, N. Y. A 
dome-topped stadium is not thought to be 
under consideration. 


Rich Stadium, In the Buffalo suburb of 


Orchard Park, has a seating capacity of 
80,000. 


Neither Halas nor Cohen were avail- 


able for comment Thursday. However, 
sources indicated that accountants are 
attempting to reconcile the cost of build- 
ing a new stadium with ticket receipts 
and other Income to see if it is practical 
to build at Arlington Park. 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bonds 
that are tax-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points In interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday with the Impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date was set. 


"I'm in the same position I was IVi or 


2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour satd. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not interested hi spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights." 


LAST MONTH, Cohen told The Herald 


the feasibility of a football stadium at Ar- 
lington Park was under study ard that 
for the time being Madison Square Gar- 
den would suspend plans for a 5,000-unit 


housing development on race-track prop- 
erty. 


Clarbour said he had no reason to 


doubt that Halas is sincerly interested in 
an Arlington Park stadium. But the vil- 
lage president said he told tlis 80-year- 
old Halas that he did not want Arlington 
Heights used as a "political go-between" 
in the team's dealings with the City of 
Chicago. 


The Bears have signed a lease with the 


Chicago Park District to play their 1975 
season in Soldier Field. But Halas has 
said he is not happy with the contract 
terms and would like to build a new sta- 
dium, cither in Chicago or the suburbs. 


9 taken into custody in Elk Grove Village raid 
FBI seizes bootlegged tapes in warehouse

Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


raided an Elk Grove Village warehouse 
Thursday and broke up what they believe 
was a Inrge bootleg recording operation 
that sold counterfeit tape recordings of 
famous artists at half price. 


BENJAMIN NEIHART watches FBI 


agonis go through stacks of stereo 
tapes believed to havo boon illegally 
produced in an Elk Grove Village 
warehouse. Neihart was charged with 
Infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding the 
warehouse. 


Acting on a Up from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the wore- 
iiouse at 282S Old Higglns Rd. The agents 
took nine persons into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as well as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by the FBI were tapes of such 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Ncli Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they are looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Miles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken into custody, 


Benjamin I. Neihart, 36, Florida, was 
charged with Infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, said to be 
Polish Immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Ted Scuddcr said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player. 


The tapes wore mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scuddcr said. He could not 
estimate the income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said tho bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4.50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" he said. 


The FBI was called in to moke the ar- 


rests because the operation may violate

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hugh Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer ivhile village building commissioner

A former Schaumburg building commissioner is under fed- 


eral Investigation in connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center. The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill. who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973, reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodflcld's developer, 
Taubman Co. 


"Yes, I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


Tho probe of Cahill Is part of a continuing investigation of 


village government In Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to 1969 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case. 


An Intemval Revenue Service agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two weeks and made Inquiries 
about Cahill, it was learned. A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
ing commissioner are being probed. 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, sold his consulting 


work for the Southfleld, Mlch.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about it. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he said. 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store in the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation. "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," he said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfield plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office in the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that time, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $53,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions 


were(subpoenaed from Schaumburg State Bank in late 1973. 


Reportedly no grand jury testimony has been taken in the 


Schaumburg investigation.

Public hearings planned 
FAA to evaluate 
jet-noise controls 
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The Federal Aviation Adminlstrntion 


will schedule public hearings soon to 
evaluate jet-noise controls recommended 
by the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


The EPA Iws drafted a series of pro- 


posed regulations that would reduce 
noise around airports such as O'Harc 
Airport by muffling jet engines and alter- 
ing landing and takeoff procedures. 


The FAA must have hearings within GO 


days after receiving the recommenda- 
tions, and either adopt, alter or reject 
the proposals as part of the FAA rules. 
Most of the suggestions, which came 
from a lengthy study by the EPA, have 
been sent to the FAA. A few will be sent 
within a week or two, a Washington EPA 
spokesman said Thursday. 


ONE PROCEDURE the EPA has rec- 


ommended in addition to refitting jet air- 
craft to make them quieter is a practice 
of keeping the planes at 10,000 feet be- 
fore landing. The planes would then drop 
to 5,000 feet, then 3,000 feet to make a 
final approach to the runways. 


Most of the technical recommendations 


have been made, the EPA spokesman 
said, but there are also plans to require 
the airport operator, such as the City of 


Chicago, to more properly manage the 
operation of airports. He said the re-

hours and control of commercial airlines' 
use of the airport. 


Many of the technical rules are de- 


signed to close loopholes in the present 
wording, the spokesman said. He added 
tliat the HPA can only make proposals to 
the FAA. If the FAA alters them, they 
have to justify the changes, and if they 
reject them, they have to issue a report 
on why the rules weren't adopted

; rockets in Phnom Penh 


MILITARY POLICEMEN in Cambodia place bodies on a 
lidowalk after two of three 107mm rockott were fired 


into Phnom Penh, killing eight kindergarten children and 
wounding many others. 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) — Communist gunners fired rockets 


into the Camobdian capital Thursday, hitting a kindergarten 
during classes and a busy thoroughfare near the central mar- 
ket. Military officers said the casualties included eight tots 
killed and 11 others wounded. Fragments of the deadly rock- 
ets ripped Into young children, benches and walls of the kin- 
dergarten in front of the Information Ministry. 


Phnom Penh commander Gen. Chhlm Chhuon warned the 


population in a communique that pro-Communist rebels had 
Infiltrated the Cambodian capital and surprise attacks could 
take place "any time." He told district and ward chiefs to 
start digging trenches. 


In neighboring South Vietnam, Communist saboteurs at- 


tacked three civilian buses in the Mekong Delta, killing seven 
persons and wounding another. 


In other world unrest: 
• Government troops opened fire in downtown Lima Thurs- 


day to put down scattered looting and disorders in the after- 
math of a police strike that developed into fullscale rioting. 


The city — which at times looked like a battleground 


Wednesday — sounded like a mopplng-up operation. Stretches 
of quiet were followed by bursts of heavy rifie fire as special 
soldiers and special police units brought in from an anti- 
subversive school scattered groups of looters. 


• The official death and injury toll was not available, but 


informed estimates said that more than 30 persons were killed 
in the violence. 


However, an official announcement acknowledged "some 


losses of life, numerous wounded and the detention of a great 
number of persons involved in the disturbances." 


• Ethiopian government reinforcements smashed through 


Eritrean rebel ambushes Thursday to reach the encircled 
Garrison of Asmara in the seventh day of fighting reported to 
have killed 1,000 persons. 


Diplomats in Addis Ababa said the American government 


had decided to evacuate the bulk of its remaining citizens 
from Asmara as conditions deteriorated.

Dallas chief won't reopen JFK probe 


Police Chief Donald Byrd said In Dallas Thursday he will 


not Initiate a renewed investigation into the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy as a result of recent contentions 
the killer was oilier than Lee Harvey Oswald. If reopening of 
the case is warranted, Byrd said, It should start with other 
agencies. Political activist Dick Gregory and a New York 
photographer, Robert G rod en, said In Chicago this week film- 
ed evidence shows as many as four or five persons shot at the 
president In Dallas on Nov. 22,1D63, none of them Oswald. 


Church pledges coordinated CIA inquiry 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idnho, chairman of the Senate's spe- 


cial inquiry into CIA activities, pledged Thursday to coordi- 
nate as far as possible witli any House Investigation. "I will 
stand ready to cooperate," Church told reporters at the con- 
clusion of the Senate panel's initial two-hour organizational 
meeting. He said both the Senate and the projected House 
investigation might hold joint hearings, and devise "a ration- 
al division of labor." 


Link wiretapping to 'police state' 


Uncontrolled government wiretapping and 
surveillance 


have made Americans paranoid and could lead to "a future 
police state," Congress was told Thursday. Two members of 
Congress and attorneys for the American Civil Liberties 
Union urged a House Judiciary subcommittee to approve a 
flat ban on any future federal eavesdropping on private citi- 
zens except under court order. 


Airport map maker, designer disagree 


A government airport map maker and a private airport 


designer disagreed Thursday over the adequacies of charts 
for the landing approach that claimed a TWA jetliner and 92 
lives on a Virginia mountain top. Harry Ross of the Federal 
Aviation Administration said the approach chart was "entire- 
ly adequate" for leading a pilot to a safe landing. But Rich- 
ant A. Shea, the private expert, told a federal Inquiry that a 
cross-section "profile" of the descent should be extended far- 
ther than six miles from the end of the runway.

Wallace may be in office illegally 


MONTGOMERY, ALA. (UPI) - The 


Justice Department said Thursday it was 
checking into provisions of the 1965 Vot- 
ing Rights Act to determine whether Ala- 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace is holding 
office illegally. 


At issue is a 1967 state constitutional 


amendment which reversed an Alabama 
law preventing a governor from succeed- 
ing himself. The 19G5 Voting Rights Act 
provided that any law change in Ala- 
bama, or five other Southern states, 
which might affect minority voting rights 
had to bo submitted to the Justice De- 
partment in Washington for approval. 


The Alabama amendment was not sub- 


mitted, and a Justice Department official 
said the department was trying to deter- 
mine whether it should have been. 


"One major question to be answered 


first is whether the Alabama succession 
amendment is a change covered by the 
provisions of the Voting Rights Act," ho 
said. 


The spokesman said if it is found the 


state erred, Alabama would then be re- 
quired to submit the amendment for re- 
view. "The amendment will then be eval- 
uated to determine if it has a dis- 
criminatory purpose or effect." 


Wallace, who many believed sought a 


second successive term as Alabama's 
governor as a possible stepping stone to 
the presidency, refused comment on the 
issue, which was first brought to light by 
the Birmingham Post-Herald.

The Birmingham Post-Herald Is a 


frequent critic of Wallace. The reporter 
who broke the story said he picked up 
the tip in a conversation, but would not 
comment further. 


Gordon Madison, a former assistant at- 


torney general who would have been re- 
sponsible for submitting the measure, 
conceded he did not remember whether 
he sent a copy of the amendment to the 
Justice Department. 


"It seems like a late date to start 


snapping at gnats," Madison said. "I 
don't know whether the amendment was 
applicable under the Voting Rights Act, 
as it was interpreted."

Panel OKs $20 billion tax cut measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Ways and Means Committee, acting in 
only four days, approved a $20.1 billion 
tax cut bill Thursday that includes re- 
bates of up to $200 for everyone who paid 
federal income taxes in 197-1. 


The bill, approved 28-5, would concen- 


trate its tax relief on low and moderate 
income levels, but every taxpayer would 
get some form of payment from the gov- 
ernment no matter how high or low the 
income. 


House action appeared likely to come 


within several days after Congress re- 
turns from a recess on Feb. 18. 


The Ways and Means bill was $4 billion 


higher than the package President Ford 
proposed as an economic stimulant to 
ease the current recession. 


The bill would grant $3 billion in re- 


bates — actually refunds — of 1974 per- 
sonal income taxes, $8,3 billion in tax 
cuts on this year's income for low and 
middle income persons, and $3.8 billion 
in business and investment incentives. 


The tax-writing committee, pushed 


bard by its new chairman, Rep. Al Ull- 
man, D-Ore., began writing the bill 
Monday. Ullman had promised to keep the 
committee late into Thursday night if 
necessary, but work was completed in 
early evening with a round of applause 
and cheering for the work of the staff. 


Changing its mind at the last minute, 


the committee decided not to cut off 1974 
tax rebates to persons making more than 
$30,000 to $40,000. 


Wife of Wrigley family member murdered 


NEWPORT BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - 


The wife of a millionaire member of the 
Wrigley chewing gum family was found 
dead early Thursday, her body stuffed in 
a barrel filled with concrete. Her hus- 
band's male nurse was arrested on suspi- 
cion of murder. 


A missing person report was filed with 


police Wednesday on Nancy Atwater, SO, 
and questioning of the nurse, Daniel Bed- 
elian, 40, led to discovery of her stabbed 


and bludgeoned body in an auto wrecking 
yard at Pacoima in the San Fernando 
Valley, a section of the city of Los Angel- 
es. 


Mrs. Atwatcr's husband, A. G. Atwater 


is the brother of the wife of P. K, Wrig- 
ley, head of the chewing gum firm, 


Atwater is an invalid and requires 


nurses around the clock, police said. 
Bodellan had the night shift. 


Police questioned him about the where- 


abouts of Mrs. Atwater and he led them 
to Pacoima where her body was found in 
a 55-gallon drum. Wet cement had been 
poured into the drum, but had not hard- 
ened properly rad investigators dug 
through it to get the body. 


Mrs. Atwater, police said, was wealthy 


in her own right and had been married to 
Atwater about eight years. He served as 
sales manager and executive vice presi- 
dent of the chewing gum company before 
illness forced his rctirment. 


However, anyone making more than 


$30,000 could get no more than $90 to 
$100. The final rebate figure will be cal- 
culated later to remain within a com- 
mittee-imposed limit of $8 billion. 


The rebate would work this way: Ev- 


ery family or single taxpayer would get 
back 10 per cent of the taxes he paid in 
1974 up to a maximum of $200. Those 
who paid less than $100 in taxes would 
get back the full tax they paid. 


The maximum would begin shrinking 


when income reached $20,000, phasing 
down to the maximum $90 to $100 at 
$30,000 of income. 


A form of negative income tax for the 


working poor was approved earlier by 
the committee. This provision would 
grant a payment of 5 per cent of earned 
income to anyone making $4,000 or less 
even if they paid no taxes. This credit 
would phase out as income went above 
$4,000 one making more than $6,000. 


Other income tax cuts for individuals 


would take the form of lower withholding 
rates in the last half of this year. This 
would be accomplished by increasing the 
standard deduction which many low and 
moderate income persons — and a scat- 
tering of the wealthy — use rather than 
itemizing deduction. 


Ford requested only a 12 per cent re- 


bate of 1974 taxes, up to a maximum of 
$1,000. 


The $3.8 billion in business tax cuts 


would affect companies which invest in 
new plant equipment, and would help 
small businesses.

federal law. Making illegal tapes is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a year in 
prison and a fine of up to $25,000 for the 
first offense, police said. The penalty 
was only recently increased to those lim- 
its. 


SHUDDER SAID the tapes may have 


been marketed in a variety of ways, in- 
cluding sales from the rear of trucks 
parked at state fairs or other public 
events. Legitimate manufacturers esti- 
mate they lose $7 each time a bootleg 
tape is sold. 


The FBI said Greenwood and Moore 


leased the 2,000-square-foot unit recently 
and planned to move to a larger space 
across the street in the same industrial 
complex. 


FBI agents began Inventorying the con- 


tents of the building Thursday afternoon. 
The building will be sealed by court or- 
der. Police tipped off the FBI to the op- 
eration after they became suspicious of 
activities at the warehouse.

Heights. Another store he owned in 
Skokie was closed late last year. 


Koeppen is one of several village offi- 


cials who have shown an Interest in the 
building director post. Plan Commission 
Chairman Herbert Lortz and Electrical 
Comr. A. M. Mansukhani have submitted 
applications and are under consideration. 


Kenneth R. Brady, a candidate on the 


Wheeling Representative Party slate, ap- 
plied for the post last year, but withdrew 
his application after becoming a candi- 
date. 


THE POST WAS vacated by William 


Bieber a year ago today following his In- 
dictment by a federal grand jury. Origi- 
nally Bicbcr took a leave of absence, but 
later resigned after pleading guilty to ex- 
tortion, conspiracy to commit extortion, 
perjury and filing a false income tax re- 
turn in connection with a local builder 
shakedown scandal, 


Since last April, Robert Kaminski, an 


electrical inspector, has been serving as 
acting building director. When a new di- 
rector is hired, Kaminski will assume his 
former duties. 


Village officials had hoped to fill the

position by the end of last summer, but 
kept it open in the hope of getting more 
applicants. Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said in December the post probably 
would be filled by Jan. 1, but has kept It 
open to interview additional applicants. 


The manager said Thursday he is al- 


most finished with the interviews and 
will be making the appointment "very 
soon." He said he was not aware Koep- 
pen had considered applying for the post. 


SEVEHAL MEMBERS OF the village 


board said Thursday that although the 


Job has been open for a year, they do not 
feel there is any urgency to make an ap- 
pointment. 


"We've been wanting to get this thing 


filled, but it's not that urgent because 
Mr. Kaminski has been doing a fantastic 
job," Trustee Ronald Bruhn said. "Be- 
sides, there hasn't been a lot of building 
going on so we can afford ta take a little 
longer." 


Koeppen and Lang said they would 


prefer the new building director is hired 
after the completion of a report by a con- 
sulting firm which is doing a com- 
prehensive study of village operations.

As a matter of fact, the House 


Rules Committee later succeeded 
hi gaining jurisdiction over the 
same measure and voted to sepa- 
rate the two issues, so that the 
question of Crane's vote is now 
moot. 


What remains relevant is the 


question of why Crane was not pre- 
sent to cast his vote on this impor- 
tant question. At the time of the 
vote, lie was touring South Africa 
as the guest of a South African mil- 
lionaire. His staff described the 
purpose of his trip as a study of the 
"economic and political situation" 
In that country. 


At the moment, we are not sure 


what relevance such a study has to 
the people of the 12th Congression- 
al District, who elected Phil Crane 
to represent them in Washington. 
We would encourage him in the fu- 
ture to inform his constituents as 
to where he is spending his time — 
whether in the halls of Congress or 
on some foreign continent. And we 
await his report of what he learned 
on a two-week junket to South Af- 
rica that will benefit the district.

Percy may rejoin '76 race

Tho temptation surely is mounting for 


Sen. Charles H. Percy to take his presi- 
dential aspirations off "the back burn- 
er," move them back to the front of tho 
range and turn up the heat. 


Percy's pro-campaign machinery was 


just getting into gear when Rlchnrd Nix- 
on finally relinquished the presidency 
and Gerald R. Ford took over the Oval 
Office as Chief Executive of the nation 
and the leader of the Republican Party. 


In the euphoria which attended Ford's 


replacement of tho most controversial 
president in the nation's history, the in- 
stant assessment was that Ford would 
load a reunited Republican Party 
through the post-Nixon recovery to a 
nearly unanimous nomination for the 
presidency In 1976. 


Percy and other presidential hopefuls 


in the GOP quietly shut down their cam- 
paign operations In what seemed to be a 
realistic recognition of the quirks of his- 
tory. The presence of Gerald Ford of 
Michigan apparently had closed the door 
to their quests for the White House. 


That was before the disastrous defeat 


of Republicans on Nov. 5. 


That was before Ford demonstrated 


his capacity for postponing, avoiding and 
reversing momentous decisions. 


That was before the dimensions of the 


economic trauma which seem destined to 
haunt Ford's accidental stewardship had 
become clearly delineated. 


Since the fall of Herbert Hoover — a 


lifetime for many of us, and more 
than a lifetime for a good many more — 
It was almost an axiom that an in- 
cumbent president was all but unbea- 
table. 


That was before Lyndon B. Johnson 


recognized that the national anguish over 
Vietnam had nullified his chances for re- 
election. It was also before the nation 
got its first president who had never 
been elected to any office higher than 
congressman. 


Ironically, Ford himself acknowledged 


on national television less than two

weeks ago that an unemployment rate of 
7 per cent or more would make it very 
difficult for him to win reelection. Then 
ho told the nation that his budget figures 
for fiscal 1976 were based on projections 
which included an unemployment rate 
hovering around 8 per cent. 


Assuming that most of those classified 


as unemployed are eligible voters, and 
assuming that people with complaints 
arc likely to vote against the officials 
who have presided over their hardship, 
Gerald Ford would go into the election 
with a sizable handicap. 


Whether or not Ford decides to run, 


Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee has hin- 
ted that he will enter the Republican pri- 
maries. A victory, or even a close show- 
ing, by Baker in any of the early pri- 
maries, showing Ford to be vulnerable, 
would undoubtedly open the flood gates 
for a flock of GOP candidates. 


If Ford should withdraw, immediate 


campaigns would almost surely be 
launched by Vice President Nelson Rock- 
efeller and former California Gov. Ron- 
ald Reagan. 


Nothing could suit the candidates In 


the middle — Baker and Percy for a 
couple — any better. A convention battle 
between Rockefeller on the party's left 
and Reagan on the right would be as bit- 
ter and divisive as the one in which 
Rockefeller attempted to wrest the nomi- 
nation from Barry Goldwater In 1964. 


Republicans who remember the dis- 


aster that followed that fraticldal war 
might wisely choose to look for a candi- 
date somewhere between New York and 
California. That's where Illinois is lo- 
cated. 


If Ford decides, as Johnson did in 1968, 


that he cannot be elected, Republicans 
will be looking for a candidate with ap- 
peal to Democrats and independents. 
Ronald Reagan is not apt to draw much 


support from Democrats (except perhaps 
in the South, but that appeal could bo 
nullified if one George Wallace turns up 
on the Democratic ticket). Rockefeller, 
despite his support from labor, would be 
hampered by his association with tho 
Ford administration. 


In addition to the economy, an issue 


which is likely to draw much concern 
from the nation In the next year and 
more Is the Middle East conflict. 


Though embattled now for his sugges- 


tions for shifts in American policy to- 
ward Israel, Percy could emerge as a 
prophet of peace if his views on the Is- 
rael-Arab conflict prevail and a settle- 
ment is attained.

Illinois senators Charles H. Percy, Re- 


publican, and Adlal E. Slevenson in, 
Democrat, agreed with a heavy majority 
in the Senate which voted last week to 
establish a special Senate committee to 
look into possible abuses by federal In- 
telligence agencies. 


By an 83-to-t \otc. the Senate agreed to 


appoint an 11-mcmber committee to In- 
vestigate charges that the Central In- 
telligence Agency has spied illegally on 
U. S, citizens and that the FBI has kept 
(lies on members of Congress.

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Apprentices learn first-hand about theater

A group of HJgh School Dlst. 214 stu- 


dents arc "In the dark" when It comes to 
professional theater. 


They arc part of a special theater ap- 


prentice program for district students 
coordinated by Arlington High School In 
cooperation with Arlington Park Theatre. 
In return for class credit, the students 
learn about professional theater by being 
part of the silent backstage army that 
often operates In the dark, changing sets, 
moving props and guiding actors to a 
precise spot on a dark stage between 
scenes. 


"Wo feel they should get more out of it 


than just cleaning toilets," said Dave 
Morrison, stage manager at Arlington 
Park, who supervises about 20 nigh 
school apprentices at the theater. "We 
want them to have a working knowledge 
of the professional theater. We turn them 
over to the Jobs that need to be done." 


THE APPRENTICES do get delegated 


to menial tasks, such as keeping rest- 
rooms clean, washing dishes and mak- 
ing gelatin If the play calls for it. Be- 
cause of union restrictions, the students 
can't get Involved In set construction. 
But they do learn how to paint or uphol- 
ster, while holding down Jobs during a 
run of a show that range from laying out 
costumes for the actors to making sure 
props are In their assigned places. 


Though not paid, the students get a 


half-hour credit for working 75 hours at 
the theater, one credit for 150 hours. Of- 
ten, the llmo goes by in a hurry. 


"During production week, you some- 


times put In over 100 hours," said Scott 
Blizzard, an Arlington sophomore In his 
first year as an apprentice. Blizzard said 
ho took the course because it sounded 
like "fun." Though he found out quickly 
it wasn't all fun, he was soon hooked on 
the excitement of professional theater. 


THE STUDENTS, almost all of whom 


had no real interest in theater before, 
admit to a special pride in changing sets. 
In complicated productions, llko the cur- 


rent production, "13 Hue de 1'Amour," 
the entire changes are choreographed be- 
cause there is so much movement, usual- 
ly in total darkness. 


The program also gives the students a 


new insight into the theater. 


"They work closely with the per- 


formers and find out that actors are not 
just glamorous figures, but hard-working 
people with likes and dislikes," said Mor- 
rison. 


Individual assignments during a show 


are changed weekly, to give everybody a 
chance to try something different. Stu- 
dents are responsible on the last day of 
their assignment for training their suc- 
cessors. 


The program, while Just a start in the 


training needed for a career in technical 
theater, has prompted many graduates 
to go on to college and major In drama. 
One former apprentice is currently stage 
production manager for the Broadway 
show "Good News," said Lyovonno Trad, 
Arlington High teacher, who supervises 
the program. 


WHILE LEARNING and receiving 


class credit, the students also enjoy an 
after school Job that allows them to meet 
many Hollywood actors, from Burt Rey- 
nolds and James Farentlno to Leslie Co- 
ran and Lois Ncttlcton. The students 
lovingly refer to many actors by their 
first names and watch for them to ap- 
pear on television. 


Though their supervisors have nothing 


but praise for the novice stage hands, the 
students have made a few mistakes in 
tho learning process that have caused a 
tense moment or two. 


One scene called for a letter which was 


forgotten, but luckily discovered in the 
nick of time and slipped into place, re- 
called Lulsa Valdcs, an apprentice. 


Another play starring Imogcne Coca 


called for a suitcase on stage to be pack- 
ed by Miss Coca. "It wasn't put out, so 
Miss Coca had to use a bedspread in- 
stead," said Miss Valdcs. 


"Was she mad!" 


THESE PERFORMERS always play fo ompty houses at 
tho Arlington Park Theatre, but are as much a part of 
the performance as the actors.

In Chicago they love 


the Joffrey Ballet

Chicago loves the City Center Joffrey 


Ballet. 


People who are Intimidated by tutus 


and foucttos arc fascinated by the com- 
pany that can dance to anything from a 
Strauss waltz to the Beach Boys. Tho 
company may not always dance it well, 
but that doesn't seem to bother the au- 
dience. 


The Joffrey is the only ballet company 


that can sustain a two-week winter run 
in the Loop and return for a third week 
at Ravinia in the summer. And Chicago's 
love affair with the Joffrey was revived 
again this week, when the company set- 
tled in for a two-week romp through its 
repertory. 


The Jeffrey's strength is in the diver- 


sity of its program rather than the quali- 
ty of its dancing. Most programs consist 
of three or four short ballets which vary 
in flavor from the romantic and the 
amusing to the somber and the off-beat. 


"DEUCE COUPE II," a dance collage 


set to Beach Boys music, seems a far 
cry from "Kettentanz," a lively tribute 
to the Viennese waltz, but both appear on 
the same program. There are also "N.Y. 
Export, Op. Jazz," a piece reminiscent 
of tho 1930s; "The Green Table," a 
"danse macabre" dealing with war; and 
"Viva Vivaldi!" a sprightly romp 
through Vivaldi's music. 


For this reason, the Joffrey can be a 


marvelous introduction to the world of 
dance. Persons who think ballet is oH 


"Swan Lake" will find the Joffrey a rude 
awakening. 


The variety of the program, however, 


is almost equalled by the inconsistency 
of the dancing. The company runs hot 
and cold, often just hinting at the magic 
that can capture on audience when the 
dancer and the dance become one. 


AT TUESDAY night's performance, 


most of the performers seemed to forget 
that dancing is a matter of the soul. The 
women, known for their cool, leggy look, 
rarely smiled. They resembled 
little 


dancing machines, only they often danc- 
ed on wobbly legs and failed to hold their 
positions. 


An exception was Francesco Corkle, 


who added sparkle to "Kettentanz" with 
both her technical ability and the 
warmth she generated. 


Ann Marie DeAngelo, however, was 


the highlight of the evening in Monotones 
II, a stark pas de trois choreographed by 
Frederick Ashton. Miss DeAngelo pro- 
vided strength and grace throughout the 
short piece which wove the dancers' bod- 
ies together with absurd and exagger- 
ated movements. 


DEUCE COUPE II was a confusing 


but interesting trip back through the 
Beach Boys era. Although ballet does not 
mix well with rock music, the com- 
bination seemed to stimulate the danc- 
ers, producing some of the most lively 
dancing of the evening. 


The Joffrey will be performing through 


the evening of Feb. 16 at the Auditorium 
Theatre. 


Antiques dealer can be a collector's best friend

If you're on antiques collector, take a 


dealer to lunch. It could prove a wise 
investment 


That's the advice of the "emperor" of 


American antiques shows, Russell Car- 
rell, who manages 21 indoor shows and 
eight outdoor shows a year in the East 
and Midwest He is a dealer himself, In 
Salisbury, Conn., so he knows whereof ho 
ipeaks. 


"Make friends of dealers if you can," 


he said during a breather at his Winter 
Antiques Show, a multimillion dollar ex- 
travaganza that is the largest In his an- 
nual schedule. "They're helpful . They'll 
find things for you, be your eyes and 
ears. You should choose your dealer like 
you'd choose your doctor. 


"You're better off in the hands of 


some one who understands your point of 
view and your finances. Some people 
have such faith in their dealers that they 
leave a certain sum with them each year 
so that the dealer can make purchases at 
his own discretion." 


ALTHOUGH DEALERS with shops 


still are in the majority as exhibitors at 
Carrell's antique shows, there has been a 
trend toward exhibitors who do business 
only on the show circuit They often are 
people with Jobs who have antiques as a 
hobby and decided to turn it Into a secon- 
dary source of income. 


"Once bitten, though, a great many of 


these moonlighters become 
full-time 


dealers," CarreU continued. "This busi- 


ness has proved to be good business even 
in bad times. The good things sell be-, 
cause people are collecting as an in- 
vestment Quality antiques are coming 
onto the market in unprecedented quan- 
tity these days." 


Carrell's indoor shows are elegant ex- 


hibitions which raise money — as much 
as $75,000 at tho Winter Antiques Show at 
New York's 7th Regiment Armory — for 
sponsoring charities through rental of 
booth space. These shows are increas- 
ingly dominated by American folk art 
and historical artifacts. The less formal 
outdoor or fleamarket shows, at which 
station wagon tailgates often serve as 
display counters, tend to feature "con- 
temporary" antiques. 


"THOSE ARE 'antiques' of the '30s, 


MOs, '50s and "60s," CarreU sold without 
a trace of the disdain that might be ex- 
pected from a dealer specializing in 18th 
and early 19th Century Americana. 
"Teddy bears are a big item today, espe- 
cially the German makes of the '20s and 
'30s or any that show some sign of wear. 
They bring about $50. Shirley Temple ce- 
real sets are a very big item, too." 


Whether you're interested in $50 Ted- 


dies or in $90,000 sets of early 19th Centu- 
ry Chinese porcelain figurines that are 
featured at the Winter Antiques Show, 
CarreU gives this advice about buying 
antiques at shows: 


• Don't try to see everything at a 


show. Take your time. What you don't 
see you won't know about anyway. 


• Hake several visits so you can eval- 


uate what you want. Everyone has his 
own economic level and shouldn't go be- 
yond it. 


• If you feel impulsively that you must 


buy on first sight, buy. The item may be 
gone the next time you visit. 


• Buy things you can use daily, not 


things just to put on a shelf. Practical 
antiques are more fun. 


• As a general rule, don't bargain un- 


less you are buying several items. If 
anything is good, the dealer doesn't have 
to sell cheaper. 


• Collect things of Interest In your 


home locality, such as items made in the 
area. It adds to the value of a collection 
locally. 


CarreU himself collects iron frogs be- 


cause they were made by iron mongers 
in his Connecticut area with metal left 
over at the end of the day. He uses them 
as doorstops and hearth ornaments. 
Some are mold-made, others were fash- 
ioned free style. 


CARRELL SAID the marketing of an- 


tiques is becoming increasingly sophis- 
ticated. Antique centers — economical 
clusters of shops usually under one roof 
— are springing up like mushrooms. 
Some of the newer shops and antique 
shows combine antiques with craft items. 


"I don't go for that," CarreU said. 


"You don't attract either the antiques or 
the crafts crowd. Crafts have their own 
audience and should be kept separate."

Tho Dyldn of the 70s Is an older, more 


mature Dylan. By this I mean he has 
lived more and thus has more personal 
experiences to relate. It seems natural 
that his albums of the 70s are filled with 
bis experiences — usually dealing with 
man-woman relationships as docs most 


• of "Blood On the Tracks." 
•' 
Dylan's angry-young-man phase, dur- 


^ >-ing which ho came to represent the dls- 
•' content and rage of a whole generation 
• '_of Americans, Is over. Dylan has moved 
'. ? on. The best example of this is one of the 
• - songs in tho new album. It's called 
• ' "Idiot Wind," and in it Dylan lashes out 
i . at tho hyprocrisy of following fashion. 
'• But the song, whose chorus lingers In the 


mind more than any other on the album, 
doesn't match tho fire of the earlier Dy- 
lan. 


THE ALBUM opens with one of its 


prettiest songs, "Tangled Up In Blue." 
It's about love — careless, short and 
free, except for tho memories. Dylan 
uses his raspy, jump stylo vocals here, 


• although ho chooses a smoother style for 
' "If You Sec Her, Say Hello," a song with 


a very similar theme. 


Several of tho songs ore fairly good 


poetry. They Include "Simple Twist of 
Fate" and "Shelter From the Storm," 
which is another of tho album's good 
songs. 


- 
Musically, tho album reminds me very 


much of tho "John Wesley Harding" al- 
bum of 1968. Tho rather sparse accom- 
paniment consists of Tony Brown on 
boss, Buddy Cage on steel guitar, Paul 
Griffin on organ (he's outstanding on 
several cuts) and Eric Wclssberg and 
Deliverance providing a bluegrass back- 
ground. Tho bluegrass feel is particular- 
ly enjoyable on tho traditionally bluesy 
"Meet Mo In the Morning." Another song 
heavily In tho blues format is "Buckets 
of naln." 


MY FAVORITES aro "Bucket of 


naln." "Tangled Up In Blue" and tho 


• 
lengthy narrative song, "Lily, Rosemary 
and the Jack of Hearts." "Jack of 


Hearts" is an 8tt-minute tale of the Old 
West, complete with roguish hero, bank 
robbery and saloon showdown. The beat 
is fast and Griffin's organ is great. To 
tell the tale, Dylan relies on ono of his 
greatest techniques — superb com- 
pression of story, being able to paint Im- 
ages and characters in the listener's 
mind with just a few phrases. Your mind 
is forced to contribute to evoke the full 
enjoyment of the song.

ANOTHER FINE album can only be 


found in your record stores with a plain 
green shrinkwrap over the front cover. 
It's "Country Life" (Atco records), the 
fourth and best Roxy Music album. 


Tho greenshiink wrap Is a censorship 


move because the cover features two 
scantily clad ladles — but then the last 
Roxy album featured a former Playboy 
bunny and the one before that had the 
girl in blue. Such censorship is silly any- 
way, as nearly all albums are sold be- 
cause of tho music or reputation of the 
musicians, not the cover. 


In the case of Roxy Music, their sound 


is one of the most innovative today. The 
group skillfully belnds the traditional 
'50s rock style (booming saxes for ex- 
ample) with the '70s synthesizer. The 
opening "The Thrill of It All" is typical 
and would make a great single because 
of its pulsing beat and wildly dancing 
strings. 


ALL THE SONGS are written or co- 


written by lead singer Bryan Ferry, who 
has had two fine solo albums In the past 
year also. Both in his lyrics and individ- 
ualistic vocal approach, Ferry brings a 
lot of humor to rock music. Another good 
example is "AH I Wont Is You," which 
also features a blistering, slashing gui- 
tar. 


A very unusual song is "Bitter-Sweet," 


which with its partially cabaret style and 
port-German lyrics reminds mo a lot of 
Mnrlcno Dietrich. There also is a rock 
hymn of sorts, called "Triptych;" "Cns- 
sanova," a slap-tribute to a guy on the 
downslldo; the classical-influenced "A 
Really Good Time;" and "Prairie 
Rose," a heavy guitar salute to Texas. 


Roxy Music is currently on tour and 


scheduled to appear Feb. 23 In Chicago.

BY IIARRY BROWNE

Learning how to copo with depression 


can bo profitable, says author Hairy 
Browne. In the updated, paperback ver- 
sion of "You Can Profit from a Monetary 
Crisis," Browne offers on escape route 
for the individual investor who wants to 
hedge against runaway inflation and 
depression. 


A depression occurs when most people 


have to reduce their standard of living, 
Browne says. He believes tho U.S. is 
experiencing the first stage of a depres- 
sion that win make financial survival 
more difficult in years to come. What's 
more, government intervention and out- 
size spending programs will magnify the 
problem. 


Cashing in on the troubled financial sit- 


uation win mean a turnaround for tho 
individual who's banked heavily on tradi- 
tional investments. For starters, take a 
critical look at stocks, mutual funds, real 
estate investments and savings accounts. 
Weigh the traditional "safe" bets against 
their tatted capacity to offset the sink- 
ing value of the dollar. Browne views in- 
vestment in silver, gold and gold-backed 
foreign currencies as the only sure in- 
vestments. 


THERE MAY BE times when gold and 


silver stashed in a safe place will fail to 
offer sufficient protection from a mone- 
tary crisis, Browne warns. He advises 
the investor to chuck shaky holdings and 
expensive trappings as unused second 
homes, adding that a well-provisioned re- 
treat should be considered. A seduded 
hideaway would enable an individual to 
sit out the chaos that would follow a 
complete breakdown of the dollar, 
Browne said. 


Despite Browne's '1 told you so" atti- 


tude — he forecast the dollar devaluation 
end rising gold prices — the self-taught 
investment specialist does offer practical 
advice about dealings with foreign bank- 
ers, bow to raise cash quickly, bow to 
break Into commodity investment and 
how to support yourself In an uncertain 
economy. Most important for the fledg- 
ling investor is the author's warning to 
understand tfaa risks as wen as potential 
profits that may be encountered.

Is it a bruise or a clot? 


How long can a bruise produce cloU? Wouldn't medicine to 


reduce the clots came them to travel? 


I was kicked by a hone on the outside of the thigh » 


months ago. At the time there was a large bruise. It appeared 
to form rivers that ran out from the main braise and extra 
brulicd area* appeared on my leg and on the Inside of the 
knee. 


Within a week I had severe headaches that I couldn't attrib- 


ute lo tension or ilnus. there was swelling on the .side of the 
head when the headache occurred. One day I awakened with 
one ilde of my face swollen and aching dreadfully and retired 
with the other ilde affected. 


The lite of the brulie has flattened as if the muscles were 


gone. Why? Yet, I am very active and climb many hUls, and 
that leg lin't any weaker than the other. 


At the ilte of the kick there are lumps I can feeL I have a 


bruise on my other leg from bumping Into the pickup tailgate, 
and II, too, has a little lump almost dead center. Are these 
lumps clots? Will they disappear? 


A bruise and a clot ore not tho same thing. I'm sure in the 


wake of former President Nixon's problems everyone with a 
bruiso is going to be more conscious of the problem. A bruise 
results from a tear in the wall of the Mood vessels that allows 
blood to look out of tho vessel into the surrounding tissues. 


If you get hit or kicked by a horse the injured blood vessels 


literally leak blood. The smallest blood vessels break because 
they have the thinnest walls and are more easily broken than 
tho larger thick-walled .veins. . 
. 


Tho blood that leaks out can clot, but since It is outside of a 


vein It is not going to go anywhere. At least it won't dislodge 
and travel with the circulation. If the leak is in a place where 
tho tissues are loose, as under the akin, a lot of blood can 
accumulate before .the leaked blood creates enough pressure 
to close tho small blood vessels. 


Of course, If the'injury is'to a large vein, in addition to the 


leak of blood that causes the. bruiso, a clot can form at the 
sito of injury of the veuvTtts clot in a larger vein can be 
dislodged and travel in'the circulation to the heart and lungs. 


AS THE 'LEAKED Mood Is gradually reabsorbed by the 


body, It may cause •caning. Tho blood accumulation acts 
much like on injury and it Is possible to have damage to the 
muscle that would cause tho appearance of lost muscle you 
describe. The elimination of tho last part of the clot and 
formation of the scar b probably responsible for the knots 
you are describing. 


To prevent further changes large clots in some location an 


sometimes removed surgically. Of course this is not done If 
there is a bleeding tendency and each case is different. 


Tho length of time it takes to eliminate (he leaked mood or 


external clot depends a lot on its size and location. 


I doubt your headache bad any relation to <he bruise at an. 


Tho swelling on ono side at night and on the other side at the 
end of the day probably was related to the difference in your 
head position while sleeping and while being up and about

School buildings arc taking on a new 


look. 


No longer Is the "egg crate" design 


considered tho best and brightest for 
youngsters today. 


New schools arc sprouting across the 


Northwest suburbs with open space, flexi- 
bility and a new appearance. 


Some call these schools fortresses and 


gunboats. Others marvel at the variety 
of spaco these buildings offer. Still others 
think they arc beautiful and wonder why 
educators waited so long. 


SCHOOL DESIGN has taken a sharp 


turn since tho mid-Ms. Carpeting, acous- 
tical tiles, vibrant colors and open space 
ara among tho major changes In schools 
today. Classrooms may bo created In a 
larger open space by placing bookcases, a 
bullctinboard or desk to enclose space. 
Some schools have put movable walls In 
tho larger space that can bo moved if 
teachers no longer want tho small class- 
room. 


In 1065 tho first of the "open" schools 


In tho nation was built with the Barring- 
ton Middle School. Once It was com- 


plctcd and the problems ironed out, more 
districts took note and began to change 
school designs to meet today's more flex- 
ible educational programs. 


In the past, the diversity of school pro- 


grams did not demand the space needs 
required today.

most instruction in the past. 


Times have changed and today's edu- 


cation programs Include a variety of 
teaching techniques and arrangements of 
students. 


LCAKNING RESOURCE centers - ex- 


panded libraries — also require larger 
rooms. The state now recommends that 
learning centers scat IS per cent of the 
student body, which is four to eight times 
the size of tho former library, said Ken 
Untccd, High School Dlst. 211 architect. 


Team teaching by two or more teach- 


ers who combine their talents also is 
widely used and can benefit from class- 
rooms that arc connected with folding 
doors.

"We try to reflect the 


Architects still goof 
~ 


despite modern methods 


While architectural wonders may be on 


tho horizon with school buildings today, 
goofups — past and present — are still 
here to contend with. 


In 19S8 when Blackhawk School in 


Schaumburg Township Dlst 54 was built 
it was glorified as a landmark in school 
architecture. The building was written 
about In national magazines for its In- 
novative design. 


Now tho six-sided, wooden-frame build- 


Ing may bo abandoned by Dlst 54 for 
school use because renovation would cost 
as much as a new building. 


Klmball Hill School in Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dlst. 15 also had to undergo 
extensive renovation to meet practical 
uso. 


THE SCHOOL, built In 1934, was con- 


structed In tho "California" design — all 
rooms open to tho outside which elimi- 
nates Indoor hall space. Tho concept 
makes practical uso of space and con- 
struction costs for California schools 
when the climate Is warm, but for Chi- 
cago's unpredictable weather, It soon be- 
came a headache. Every time young- 
sters have to go to gym, they have to 
bundle up for tho outdoor trek. 


To remedy this problem, tho district 


opened up the Interior of tho school with 
doors between classrooms. Now two to 
four rooms connect. 


Other districts also have run into their 


share of problems with innovative de- 
signs. 


Architecturally, 
Friendship 
Junior 


High School in Elk Grove Township Dlst. 
50 met its purpose — It is soundproofed 
against heavy jet-air traffic. 


UNFORTUNATELY THE school, built 


In 1973, is too soundproof. Noise In tho 
building resounds and disrupts classes. 


To meet this problem, tho district is 


considering piping In "white sound," an 
overhead drone that will make other 
noise produced less distracting. 


High School Dist. 214 also built a new 


school designed to meet modern educa- 
tional needs with Rolling Meadows High 
School. 


Rolling Meadows is designed with open 


classrooms in academic units, The rooms 
do not have doors, but rather open up 
onto a study area. The rooms also are 
triangular with four to a larger "pod" or 
square-room arrangement. 


HOWEVER. TEACHERS and students 


had problems adjusting to the noise. 
Teachers found noise carried to adjacent 
rooms so students had to be kept quiet. 


In response to tho problems at Rolling 


Meadows, Dist. 214 made adjustment!, in 
Buffalo Grove High School which was 
built later with a similar design. More 
enclosed classroom spaco was Included 
In tho design and tho walls extend fur- 
ther to cut down on tho noise passage. 


education philosophy in brick and mor- 
tar," said Untced. 


"We want an architect to give us his 


expertise to meet our education require- 
ments, not something that is a castle in 
his dreams," said Joseph Klszka, Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 deputy su- 
perintendent. 


"School architecture has to be a leader 


as far as architecture goes," said Ray 
Pigozzi, architect of Berkley School In 
Arlington Heights Dist. 25. "It has to 
look good because it has to rub off on the 
kids somehow." 


SCHOOLS SUCH as Berkley, Palatine 


Junior High School in Dlst. 15 and Hoff- 
man Estates High School in Dist. 211 arc 
among the newer schools in the North- 
west suburbs which have attempted to 
combine esthetics, education functions 
and simplicity within a budget. 


Berkley has a modified open plan 


which allows classrooms to be parti- 
tioned. Tho learning center is the hub of 
activity in the school and is surrounded 
by four academic areas and the multi- 
purpose room. 


"Structure-wise, this building could 


have been done 20 years ago," said Pi- 
gozzi, but education programs did not 
need and could not use this type of space 
until recently. 


"We drew two schemes for Berkley — 


an egg crate (enclosed classrooms) and 
the one we built," he said. "It takes on 
energetic superintendent who can get ev- 
eryone excited. That's what happened." 


The key word In designing school build- 


ings today is flexibility. 


"While you can open up spaco, you 


also must find ways to temporarily close 
It up," said Donald Strong, Dist. 25 su- 
perintendent. 


"The pendulum swings from one end to 


the other," said Kiszka. "We've moved 
from the egg crate to a plan where space 
can be increased or made smaller. Now 
we have multi-purpose rooms" that can 
be used as a gym, lunch room or com- 
munity activities room.

Revolution in classroom design 
Li'/ red schoolhouse 
—changin' with times 


OPEN SCHOOL structures such as Hawthorne School, 
Wheeling, are tho latest innovation in school design. At 
Hawthorne, classrooms are not separated by walls and 


are placed around the learning resource center, the hub 
of school activity. Walls can be installed later if teach* 
ing techniques and needs change. 


has developed Its recent building pro- 
gram around a prototype, Muir School 
built in 1973. Six schools have been built 
since, using Muir's basic design. 


Muir uses individualized guided educa- 


tion which combines team teaching, open 
classrooms and individualized Instruc- 
tion. 


The other schools 
have been rede- 


signed to meet their unique problems, 
student enrollment and special programs 
such as those for physically handicapped 
or hard of hearing students. 


Some of the technological break- 


throughs that have allowed the current 
building designs Include "demountable" 
walls and the more economical folding 
walls. Demountable walls require a team 
of 10 persons to move them and arc used 
in spaces that will be maintained for an 
extended period of time. 


FOLDING WALLS arc used where 


classroom space might be changed on a 
daily basis for team teaching or a spe- 
cial program or unit. 


Carpeting also has become economical 


for school districts to purchase. It has 
become competitive with tiling for the !•/• 
itial purchase and is cheaper to main- 
tain. 


A C O U S T I C A L TILING has also 


allowed schools to open up space. With 
noise muffled students' activities do not 
carry as far. 


Vandalism and heating and air condi- 


tioning costs also have brought about 
schools with less window space. 


With technology and education pro- 


grams constantly developing, residents 
can expect continued innovation in school 
design in the coming years. As schools 
have progressed from the big red school- 
house of the twenties to the chrome and 


plastic schools of the fifties and on to 
today's "open" space schools, they will 
continue to change as the times, re- 
sources and needs demand.

Dow dips 3.68 in 2nd-heaviest day 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The New York 


Stock Exchange experienced the second- 
heaviest trading day In its 183-year his- 
tory Thursday. Late selling for profit 
erased early gains. 


The Dow Jones Industrial average, 


ahead around eight points during the 
day, lost 3.68 at 714.17. It gained 9.78 
Wednesday. Standard & Poor's SOO-stock 
Index lost 0.39 to 78.56. The average price 
of an NYSE common share declined by 8 
cents. 


Advances topped declines, however, 


860 to 612, among the 1,841 issues cross- 


ing the tape. 


Volume soared to 32,020,000 shares, 


second to the all-time high 32,130,000 
traded Jan. 27. It marked the 10th con- 
secutive session volume totaled 20 mil- 
lion or more shares. Wednesday's turn- 
over amounted to 23,830,000 shares. 


THE HEAVY SELLING for profits was 


considered normal In light of the gains 
made recently. Observers also said Wall 
Street has not lost sight of the deep- 
ening recession. 


Also contributing to the late selling 


was a vote by the House Ways and 


Means Committee to put a siOO-mllUon 
cap on new investment credit for Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph. •AT&T tost 
IVt to 48% on 266,700 shares, the seventh 
most active issue of the day. The war- 
rants led the actives, unchaged at 7/8 on 
725,100 traded, Including a block of 
230,000 at 1. 


THERE WERE NUMEROUS large 


blocks which affected the active list. 
Marriott Corp. was the second most ac- 
tive Issue, off 1/8 to 9 5/8 on 482,800 
shares, including blocks of 250,000 and 
167,800 shares, both at 10'/4. Cenco was 


third, up % to 5 7/8 on 310,500 nhnres, 
including a block of 1(10,000 ulian* nt Btt. 


Electronics ami computers turned mix- 


ed. Oils were mixed. Steels, mils, air- 
crafts, airlines and chemicals wtiro mix- 
ed. 


Unilever was the biggest gainer of the 


day, rising B'/i lo 25% on 2(10 slums). 


Prices closed higher In ucllvo trading

traded Wednesday.

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Officials huddle on Bears' stadium for Arlington

A top-level meeting among the owner 


of the Chicago Bears, the president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp. and offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights was held 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of a 
now Dears stadium at Arlington Park 
Race Track, It was learned Thursday. 


The talk at the Arlington Park Hilton 


Hotel reportedly centered on the village's 
ability to Issue revenue bonds to pay for 
the stadium, estimated at around $35 
million. 


Village Pros. Ralph II. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights, who attended the meet- 
ing, said Thursday Bears' team owner 


George Halos and Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president, indicated there 
would bo future meetings soon to refine 
the cost figures. 


"They've got to go back and get much 


better figures than what they had," Clar- 
bour said. "I guess they're doing the re- 
search on it now." 


The Bears management reportedly is 


interested hi a stadium similar to one 
built recently near Buffalo, N. Y. A 
dome-topped stadium Is not thought to be 
under consideration. 


Rich Stadium, in the Buffalo suburb of 


Orchard Park, has a seating capacity of 
80,000. 


Neither Halas nor Cohen were avail- 


able for comment Thursday. However, 
sources Indicated that accountants are 
attempting to reconcile the cost of build- 
ing a new stadium with ticket receipts 
and other income to see if it is practical 
to build at Arlington Park. 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bonds 
that are tax-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points In interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday with the Impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date was set. 


"I'm in the same position I was K or 


2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour said. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not Interested in spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights." 


LAST MONTH, Cohen told The Herald 


the feasibility of a football stadium at Ar- 
lington Park was under study ard that 
for the time being Madison Square Gar- 
den would suspend plans for a 5,000-unit 


housing development on race-track prop- 
erty. 


Clarbour said he had no reason to 


doubt that Halas is sincerly interested in 
an Arlington Park stadium. But the vil- 
lage president said he told the 80-year- 
old Halas that he did not want Arlington 
Heights used as a "political go-between" 
in the team's dealings with the City of 
Chicago. 


The Bears have signed a lease with the 


Chicago Park District to play their 1975 
season in Soldier Field. But Halas has 
said he is not happy with the contract 
terms and would like to build a new sta- 
dium, either hi Chicago or the suburbs. 


9 taken into custody in Elk Grove Village raid 
FBI seizes bootlegged tapes in warehouse

Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


raided an Elk Grove Village warehouse 
Thursday and broke up what they believe 
wns a largo bootleg recording operation 
that sold counterfeit tape recordings of 
famous artists at half price. 


BENJAMIN NEIHART watches FBI 
agents go through stocks of stereo 
tapes believed to have been illegally 
produced in an Elk Grove Village 


warehouse. Neihart was charged with 
Infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding the 


warehouse. 


Acting on a tip from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the ware- 
house at 2825 Old Hlgglns Rd. The agents 
took nine persons into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as well as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by tho FBI were tapes of such 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Neil Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they are looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Nlles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of tho company — which is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken into custody, 


Benjamin I. Ndhart, 38, Florida, was 
charged with infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. Tho others, said to be 
Polish immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Ted Scuddcr said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player. 


The tapes were mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scuddcr said. He could not 
estimate the Income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said tho bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4.50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" ho said. 


The FBI was called In to make the ar- 


rests because the operation may violate

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hugh Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer while village building commissioner

A former Schaumburg building commissioner is under fed- 


eral Investigation In connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center. The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill. who served as building commissioner from 


1871 to January 1973, reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when ho apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodfield's developer, 
Taubman Co. 


"Y«, I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is part of a continuing investigation of 


village government in Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to 1969 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case. 


An Intcmval Revenue Service agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two weeks and made inquiries 
about Cahill. it was learned. A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
ing commissioner are being probed. 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southfield, Mich.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about it. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he sold. 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store In the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation. "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," be said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfield plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office in the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that time, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $53,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions 


were subpoenaed from Schaumburg State Bank in late 1973. 


Reportedly no grand jury testimony bos been taken in the 


Schaumburg investigation.

amendment which reversed an Alabama 
law preventing a governor from succeed- 
ing himself. Tho 1985 Voting Rights Act 
provided that any law change in Ala- 
bama, or five other Southern states, 
which might affect minority voting rights 
had to bo submitted to the Justice De- 
partment in Washington for approval. 


The Alabama amendment was not sub- 


mitted, and a Justice Department official 
said the department was trying to deter- 
mine whether it should have been. 


"One major question to be answered 


first Is whether the Alabama succession 
amendment is a change covered by the 
provisions of the Voting Rights Act," ho 
said. 


The spokesman said if it is found the 


state erred, Alabama would then be re- 
quired to submit the amendment for re- 
view. "The amendment will then be eval- 
uated to determine if it has a dis- 
criminatory purpose or effect." 


Wallace, who many believed sought a 


second successive term as Alabama's 
governor as a possible stepping stone to 
the presidency, refused comment on the 
issue, which was first brought to light by 
the Birmingham Post-Herald. 


Any action by the Justice Department 


in the case would affect not only Wall- 
ace, but Lt. Gov. Jcre Beosley and Atty. 
Gen. William J. Baxley, both of whom are 
serving successive terms. 


Bcaslcy said he didn't anticipate any 


problem. "I can't imagine the election of 
the top three officers of the state and the 
vote of the people could in any way be 
subject to change," he told UPI. 


Press Secretary Billy Joe Camp said 


Wallace just wasn't "going to say any- 
thing," and Baxley's office said he was 
out of town and would not return until 
next week. 


The Birmingham Post-Herald Is a 


frequent critic of Wallace. The reporter 
who broke the story said he picked up 
the tip in a conversation, but would not 
comment further. 


Gordon Madison, a former assistant at- 


torney general who would have been re- 
sponsible for submitting the measure, 
conceded he did not remember whether 
he sent a copy of the amendment to the 
Justice Department. 


"It seems like a lato date to start 


snapping at gnats," Madison said. "I 
don't know whether the amendment was 
applicable under the Voting Rights Act, 
as it was Interpreted."

Panel OKs $20 billion tax cut measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee, acting in 
only four days, approved a $20.1 billion 
tax cut bill Thursday that includes re- 
bates of up to $200 for everyone who paid 
federal income taxes in 1974. 


The bill, approved 2B-5, would concen- 


trate its tax relief on low and moderate 
income levels, but every taxpayer would 
get some form of payment from the gov- 
ernment no matter how high or low the 
income. 


House action appeared likely to come 


within several days after Congress re- 
turns from a recess on Feb. IB. 


The Ways and Means bill was $4 billion 


higher than the package President Ford 
proposed as an economic stimulant to 
case the current recession. 


The bill would grant $8 billion in re- 


bates — actually refunds — of 1974 per- 
sonal income taxes, $8.3 billion in tax 
cuts on this year's income for low and 
middle income persons, and $3.8 billion 
in business and investment incentives. 


The tax-writing committee, 
pushed 


hard by its new chairman. Rep. Al Ull- 
man, D-Ore., began writing the bill 
Monday. Ullman had promised to keep the 
committee late into Thursday night if 
necessary, but work was completed in 
early evening with a round of applause 
and cheering for the work of the staff. 


Changing its mind at the last minute, 


the committee decided not to cut off 1974 
tax rebates to persons making more than 
$30,000 to $40,000. 


Wife of Wrigley family member murdered 


NEWPORT BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - 


The wife of a millionaire member of the 
Wrigley chewing gum family was found 
dead early Thursday, her body stuffed in 
a barrel filled with concrete. Her hus- 
band's male nurse was arrested on suspi- 
cion of murder. 


A missing person report was filed with 


police Wednesday on Nancy Atwatcr, 50, 
and questioning of the nurse, Daniel Bed- 
cllan, 40, led to discovery of her stabbed 


and bludgeoned body in an auto wrecking 
yard at Pacoima In the San Fernando 
Valley, a section of the city of Los Angel- 
es. 


Mrs. Atwater's husband, A. G. Atwater 


is the brother of the wife of P. K. Wrig- 
ley, head of the chewing gum firm. 


Atwater is an invalid and requires 


nurses around the clock, police said. 
Bcdclian had the night shift. 


Police questioned him about the where- 


abouts of Mrs. Atwater and he led them 
to Pacoima where her body was found in 
n 55-galIon drum. Wet cement had been 
poured into the drum, but had not hard- 
ened properly and investigators dug 
through it to get the body. 


Mrs. Atwater, police said, was wealthy 


in her own right and had been married to 
Atwatcr about eight years. He served as 
sales manager and executive vice presi- 
dent of the chewing gum company before 
illness forced his retirment. 


However, anyone making more than 


$30,000 could get no more than $90 to 
$100. The final rebate figure will be cal- 
culated later to remain within a com- 
mittee-imposed limit of $3 billion. 


The rebate would work this way: Ev- 


ery family or single taxpayer would get 
back 10 per cent of the taxes he paid in 
1974 up to a maximum of $200. Those 
who paid less than $100 in taxes would 
get back the full tax they paid. 


The maximum would begin shrinking 


when income reached $20,000, phasing 
down to the maximum $90 to $100 at 
$30,000 of income 


A form of negative income tax for the 


working poor was approved earlier by 
the committee. This provision 
would 


grant a payment of 5 per cent of earned 
income to anyone making $4,000 or less 
even if they paid no taxes. This credit 
would phase out as income went above 
$4,000 one making more than $6,000. 


Other income tax cuts for individuals 


would take the form of lower withholding 
rates in the last half of this year. This 
would be accomplished by increasing the 
standard deduction which many low and 
moderate income persons — and a scat- 
tering of the wealthy — use rather than 
itemizing deduction. 


Ford requested only a 12 per cent re- 


bate of 1974 taxes, up to a maximum of 
$1,000. 


The $38 billion in business tax cuts 


would affect companies which invest hi 
new plant equipment, and would help 
small businesses.

federal law. Making illegal tapes is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a year in 
prison and a fine of up to $25,000 for the 
first offense, police said. The penalty 
was only recently increased to those lim- 
its. 


SHUDDER SAID the tapes may have 


been marketed in a variety of ways, in- 
cluding sales from the rear of trucks 
parked at state fairs or other public 
events. Legitimate manufacturers esti- 
mate they lose $7 each time a bootleg 
tape is sold. 


The FBI said Greenwood and Moore 


leased the 2,000-squarc-foot unit recently 
and planned to move to a larger space 
across the street in the same industrial 
complex. 


FBI agents began Inventorying the con- 


tents of the building Thursday afternoon. 
The building will be sealed by court or- 
der. Police tipped off the FBI to the op- 
eration after they became suspicious of 
activities at the warehouse. 


Skuddcr said the operation was prob- 


ably the largest found in this area, al- 
though large tape-pirating systems have 
been found in the west and southwestern 
states. "I have read that of the tapes 
sold in this country, up to two-thirds are 
illegal," Skudder said.

KOEPPEN, A candidate on the Wheel- 


ing Community Party slate, announced 
his candidacy in January. The Herald 
learned that Koeppen was considering 
applying for the post from Trustee Albert 
Lang, one of his running mates. 


"The reason I considered applying for 


the job as building director was because 
of my experience," he said. "I have been 
associated with architects and builders 
in my business for the last 20 years and 
thought I could do a good job for the 
village." 


Koeppen owns Wheeling Paint and 


Glass, 1209 N. Elmhurst Rd., Prospect 
Height*. Another store he owned in 
Skokie was closed late last year. 


Koeppen is one of several village offi- 


cials who have shown an interest in the 
building director post. Plan Commission 
Chairman Herbert Lortz and Electrical 
Comr. A. M. Mansukhani have submitted 
applications and arc under consideration. 


Kenneth R. Brady, a candidate on the 


Wheeling Representative Party slate, ap- 
plied for the post last year, but withdrew 
his application after becoming a candi- 
date. 


THE POST WAS vacated by William 


Bicber a year ago today following his in- 
dictment by a federal grand jury. Origi- 
nally Bieber took a leave "of absence, but 
later resigned after pleading guilty to ex- 
tortion, conspiracy to commit extortion, 
perjury and filing a false income tax re- 
turn in connection with a local builder 
shakedown scandal. 


Since last April, Robert Kaminski, an 


electrical Inspector, has been serving as 
acting building director. When a new di- 
rector is hired, Kaminski will assume his 
former duties. 


Village officials had hoped to fill the 
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John 
Koeppen 


position by the end of last summer, but 
kept it open in the hope of getting more 
applicants. Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said in December the post probably 
would be filled by Jan. 1, but has kept it 
open to interview additional applicants. 


The manager said Thursday he is al- 


most finished with the interviews and 
will be making the appointment "very 
soon." He said he was not aware Koep- 
pen had considered applying for the post. 


SEVERAL MEMBERS OF the village 


board said Thursday that although the 


job has been open for a year, they do not 
feel there is any urgency to make an ap- 
pointment. 


"We've been wanting to get this thing 


filled, but it's not that urgent because 
Mr. Kaminski has been doing a fantastic 
job," Trustee Ronald Bruhn said. "Be- 
sides, there hasn't been a lot of building 
going on so we can afford to take a little 
longer." 


Koeppen and Lang said they would 


prefer the new building director is hired 
after the completion of a report by a con- 
sulting firm which is doing a com- 
prehensive study of village operations. 


"I think now that we've waited so long 


we might as well wait and see what sug- 
gestions are made by the consulting firm 
relative to the building director job," 
Lang said. "We're paying the consulting 
firm and should see what they have to 
say so we can do the right thing."

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MSB threatens to file $200 million suit against city

Metropolitan Sanitary District trustees 


Thursday threatened to flic a $200 million 
lawsuit against the City of DM Plaines if 
continued city protests delay funding ap- 
proval for a sewage plant on the city's 
west side. 


Allen S. bavin, attorney for the dis- 


trict, was unanimously directed to fll« 
the damage suit If the city's current law- 
suit nitalnst the sanitary district delays a 
decision by the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency past the June 30 deadline 
for 1974-75 federal grants. 


The threatened suit came a day after 


the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission decided to endorse the projected 


size of the plant despite a commission 
staff recommendation that the size of the 
plant be reduced. 


I.AVIN SAID THE $200 million dam- 


ages asked In the suit would include the 
amount of grants the district stands to 
lose. A MSD spokesman said the dis- 
trict's concern about meeting the June 30 
deadline for federal funds allocated for 
fiscal 1974-75 Is based on a fear that 
while grant money Is available now, It 
might not be next year. 


"In the event we can't meet the dead- 


line, the entire O'Harc basin project 
would have to be rcsubmittcd and re- 
considered for possible federal funding in 
subsequent fiscal years, subject to avail- 
ability of federal funds," Lavln said. 


The sanitary district Is hoping federal 


funds will pay for about three-quarters of 
the $95 million plant. 


The MSD suit also would seek com- 


pensatory damages for the increased 
cost of plant construction for each year 
construction is delayed, and punitive 
damages for "injury to public health" 
caused by the delay. 


The city is attempting to control the 


design of the plant at Elmhurst Rond 
and Oakton Street through a local health 
ordinance. 


WHILE MSI) OFFICIALS were threat- 


ening DCS Plaines, NIPC members were 
recommending federal approval of fund- 
ing for the sewage plant even though in- 
formation calling for a major reduction 


in the size of the plant had been given to 
the commissioners. 


The Herald has learned that the com- 


mission decided to Ignore a staff recom- 
mendation to allow construction of a 
plant that would treat no more than 60 
million gallons of sewage per day. The 
MSD has designed the plant to handle 
about 72 million gallons of sewage at 
first and eventually treat 9U million gal- 
lons daily. 


The reason for the difference in capac- 


ity sizes rests with projected population 
and industrial acreage development fore- 
casts for the area that will be served by 
the plant. The projections made by NIPC 
show a smaller population in the area by 


the year 2030 and therefore a need for a 
smaller plant. 


District officials agreed to accept an 


Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy decision to use NIPC's population 
forecasts in several state and federal re- 
ports which are being prepared, but 
NIPC officials have not recommended a 
corresponding reduction in the size of the 
plant because of the change in population 
forecasts. 


THE COMMISSION staff had forecast 


a population of about 350,000 persons liv- 
ing in the area by 2030, but the MSD 
reported a projected population of a- 
bout 439,000 persons by the year 2000 with 
little growth after that. 


Commission officials must approve the 


plans for the plant as a step toward ob- 
taining federal funding. 


Officially, the NIPC recommendation 


also decided to avoid any comment on 
questions regarding the environmental 
impact. The recommendation will be in- 
e l u d e d in the emironmental-impact 
statement being prepared by the district 
for review by the Illinois and U.S. envi- 
ronmental protection agencies. 


The plant will receive sewage from 


seven Northwest suburbs through a deep 
tunnel system in Mount Prospect. The 
suburbs include Des Plaines, 
Mount 


Prospect, Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows.

warehouse. Neihart was charged with 
infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding the 
warehouse. 


Acting on a tip from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the ware- 
house at 2823 Old Illgglns Rd. The agents 
took nine persons into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as well as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by the FBI were tapes of sucli 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Nell Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they arc looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Niles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which Is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken into custody, 


Benjamin I. Neihart, 36, Florida, was 
charged with Infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, said to be 
Polish Immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Ted Scuddcr said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player. 


The tapes were mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scuddcr said. He could not 
estimate the Income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said the. bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4.50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" he said. 


The FBI was called in to make the ar- 


rests because the operation may violate

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hush Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer ivhile village building commissioner

A former Schaumburg building commissioner is under fed- 


eral Investigation in connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center, The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill. who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973, reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
WM being paid consulting fees by Woodflcld's developer, 
Taubman Co. 


"Yes, I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is part of a continuing investigation of 


village government In Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to 1969 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case. 


An Intcrnval Revenue Service agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two weeks and made inquiries 
about Cahill. it was learned. A source close to the In- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
ing commissioner arc being probed. 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southficld, Mich.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about it. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he said. 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store in the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation. "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," he said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodflcld plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office in the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that Umc, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $53,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions 


were subpoenaed from Schaumburg State Bank In late 1973. 


Reportedly no grand jury testimony has been taken in the 


Schaumburg investigation.

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Officials huddle on Bears' stadium for Arlington 


by KURT BAER 


A top-level meeting among the owner 


of the Chicago Bears, the president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp. and offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights was held 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of a 
new Bears stadium at Arlington Park 
Race Track, it was learned Thursday. 


The talk at the Arlington Park Hilton 


Hotel reportedly centered on the village's 
ability to issue revenue bonds to pay for 
the stadium, estimated at around $.13 
million. 


Village Pros. Ralph H. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights, who attended the meet- 
ing, said Thursday Bears' team owner 


George Halas and Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president, Indicated there 
would be future meetings soon to refine 
the cost figures. 


"They've got to go back and get much 


better figures than what they had," Clar- 
bour said. "I guess they're doing the re- 
search on it now." 


The Bears management reportedly Is 


interested in a stadium similar to one 
built recently near Buffalo, N. Y. A 
dome-topped stadium is not thought to be 
under consideration. 


Rich Stadium, in the Buffalo suburb of 


Orchard Park, bos a seating capacity of 
80,000. 


Neither Halas nor Cohen were avail- 


able for comment Thursday. However, 
sources Indicated that accountants are 
attempting to reconcile the cost of build- 
ing a new stadium with ticket receipts 
and other income to sec If it is practical 
to build at Arlington Park. 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bonds 
that are tax-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points in Interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday with the Impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date was set. 


"I'm In the same position I was IVi or 


2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour sairl. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not interested in spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights." 


LAST MONTH, Cohen told The Herald 


the feasibility of a football stadium at Ar- 
lington Park was under study and that 
for the time being Madison Square Gar- 
den would suspend plans for a 5,000-unit 


housing development on race-track prop- 
erty. 


Clarbour said he had no reason to 


doubt that Halas is sincerly interested in 
an Arlington Park stadium. But the vil- 
lage president said he told the 80-year- 
old Halas that he did not want Arlington 
Heights used as a "political go-between" 
in the team's dealings with the City of 
Chicago. 


The Bears have signed a lease with the 


Chicago Park District to play their 197i 
season in Soldier Field. But Halas has 
said he is not happy with the contract 
terms and would like to build a new sta- 
dium, either in Chicago or the suburbs.

approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bon-Js 
that are tax-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points in interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday with the impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date w.is set.

2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour sa'd. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not interested in spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights."

that sold counterfeit tape recordings of 
fnmoiw artisu at half price.

warehouse. Neihart was charged with 
infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding the 
warehouse. 


Acting on a tip from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the ware- 
house at 2825 Old Higgins Rd. The agents 
took nine persons into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as well as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by the FBI were tapes of such 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Neil Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they arc looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Miles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken into custody, 


Benjamin I. Neilmrt, 36, Florida, was 
charged with infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, sold to be 
Polish immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 


Assistant U.S. Ally. Ted Scudder said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player. 


The tapes were mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scudder said. He could not 
estimate the income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said tho bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4,50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" he said. 


The FBI was called in to make the ar- 


rests because the operation may violate

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hush Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer while village building commissioner

A former Schaumburg building commissioner is under fed- 


eral Investigation in connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center. The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill. who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973. reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodflcld's developer, 
Taubman Co. 


"Yes. I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me." Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is part of a continuing investigation of 


village government In Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to 1969 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case. 


An Internval Revenue Service agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two weeks and made inquiries 
about Cahill. it was learned. A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
ing commissioner arc being probed. 


CAHILL. A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southfleld, Mich.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about It. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he said. 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store in the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation. "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," he said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfield plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office in the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that time, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atchcr disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $53,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions 


were subpoenaed from Schaumburg State Bank in late 1973. 


Reportedly no grand jury testimony has been taken in the 


Schaumburg investigation.

MSB threatens Des Plaines with $200 million lawsuit

Metropolitan Sanitary District trustees 


Thursday threatened to file a $200 million 
lawsuit against the City of DCS Plalncs If 
continued city protests delay funding ap- 
proval for a sewage plant on the city's 
west side. 


Allen S. Lavin, attorney for the dis- 


trict, was unanimously directed to flic 
the damage suit If the city's current law- 
suit against the sanitary district delays a 
decision by the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency past the Juno 30 deadline 
for 1074-75 federal grants. 


The threatened suit came a day after 


the .Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission decided to endorse the projected 
size of tho plant despite a commission 
staff recommendation that tho size of the 
plant bo reduced. 


LAVIN SAID THE $200 million dam- 


ages asked In the suit would include the 
amount of grants the district stands to 
lose. A MSD spokesman said the dis- 
trict's concern about meeting the June 30 


deadline for federal funds allocated for 
fiscal 1974-75 is based on a fear that 
while grant money Is available now, it 
might not be next year. 


"In the event we can't meet the dead- 


line, the entire O'Harc basin project 
would have to be rcsubmitted and re- 
considered for possible federal funding in 
subsequent fiscal years, subject to avail- 
ability of federal funds," Lavin said. 


The sanitary district is hoping federal 


funds will pay for about three-quarters of 
the $95 million plant. 


The MSD suit also would seek com- 


pensatory damages for the Increased 
cost of plant construction for each year 
construction is delayed, and punitive 
damages for "injury to public health" 
caused by the delay.

federal law. Making Illegal tapes is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a year in 
prison and a fine of up to $25,000 for the 
first offense, police said.

Airport site 
possibilities 
down to two 


Sites for an expanded airport In 


Schaumburg hnve been narrowed to the 
present private field and one other piece 
of property in DuPage County. 


"About 15 potential sites were elimi- 


nated because the property was zoned 
for other purposes." said Fred Dietrich, 
chairman of the mass-transit committee. 


In a report to the committee this week, 


consultants engaged in the $56,000 airport 
study concluded that the most appro- 
priate sltw would be cither the present 
ISO-acre airport on W. Irving Park Road 
or n 340-acre parcel south of the Mil- 
waukee Road west suburban commuter 
line near Springiiwguth Road. 


Dietrich said he believes the DuPage 


County site will be ruled out because the 
extension of Sprlnginsguth Rood and an 
Interchange with the proposed Elgin- 
O'Harc Expressway la planned. 


THE VILLAGE HAS retained Howard, 


Needles, Tammcn and Bergcndoff, Chi- 
cago engineering consultants, to do the 
federally-funded feasibility study on ex- 
panding the airport and operating it as a 
municipal airport.

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Officials huddle on Bears9 stadium for Arlington

A top-level meeting among the owner 


of the Chicago Bears, the president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp. and offi- 
cials of Arlington Heights was held 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of a 
new Bears stadium at Arlington Park 
Kacc Track, it was learned Thursday. 


The talk at the Arlington Park Hilton 


Hotel reportedly centered on the village's 
ability to tauc revenue bonds to pay for 
the- stadium, estimated at around $.13 
million. 


Village Prcs. Ralph II. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights, who attended the meet- 
ing, said Thursday Bears' team owner 


George Halas and Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president, indicated there 
would be future meetings soon to refine 
the cost figures. 


"They've got to go back and get much 


better figures than what they had," Clar- 
bour said. "I guess they're doing the re* 
search on it now." 


The Bears management reportedly Is 


interested in a stadium similar to one 
built recently near Buffalo, N. Y. A 
dome-topped stadium Is not thought to bo 
under consideration. 


Rich Stadium, in the Buffalo suburb of 


Orchard Park, has a seating capacity of 
80,000. 


Neither Halas nor Cohen were avail- 


able for comment Thursday. However, 
sources indicated that accountants are 
attempting to reconcile the cost of build- 
big a new stadium with ticket receipts 
and other income to see if it is practical 
to build at Arlington Park. 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bonds 
that are tux-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points in interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday with the impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date was set. 


"I'm in the same position I was Hi or 


2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour said. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not interested In spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights." 


LAST MONTH, Cohen told The Herald 


the feasibility of a football stadium at Ar- 
lington Park was under study ard that 
for the time being Madison Square Gar- 
den would suspend plans for a 'j.OCO-unit 


housing development on race-track prop- 
erty. 


Clarbour said he had no reason to 


doubt that Halas Is sincerly interested hi 
an Arlington Park stadium. But the vil- 
lage president said he told the 80-year- 
old Halas that he did not want Arlington 
Heights used as a "political go-between" 
in the team's dealings with the City of 
Chicago. 


The Bears have signed a lease with the 


Chicago Park District to play their 1975 
season in Soldier Field. But Halas has 
said he is not happy with the contract 
terms and would like to build a new sta- 
dium, either in Chicago or the suburbs.

Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Miles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which Is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken into custody, 


Benjamin I. Noihart, 36, Florida, was 
charged with Infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, said to be 
Polish Immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Sen Ice. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Ted Scuddcr said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player. 


The tapes wore mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scuddcr said. He could not 
estimate the Income from the tope-mak- 
ing operation, but said tho bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4.50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" he said.

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hugh Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer while village building commissioner

A former Schaumburg building commissioner Is under fed- 


eral investigation In connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center. The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill. who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973, rcUcwcd and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodflcld's developer, 
Taubman Co. 


"Yes. I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is pan of a continuing Investigation of 


village government in Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to I960 were subpoenaed lost July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
ajslgncd to the case. 


An Intermal Rcxcnue Service agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two necks and made Inquiries 
about Cahill, It was learned. A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
Ing commissioner are being probed. 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southfield, Mlch.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything Illegal about it. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he said. 


Philip Ross, Woodfleld project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store In the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation, "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," be said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfleld plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office In the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that time, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $53,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Slegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions 


were subpoenaed from Schaumburg State Bank in late 1973. 


Reportedly no grand jury testimony has been taken in the 


Schaumburg Investigation.

But the suit against tho village has 
been put off until April 0 and the suit 
Involving the homeowners is expected to 
bo continued today by Circuit Court 
Judge Nathan Cohen. 


Library to be open Sundays 


The Schaumburg Township Public Li- 


brary will be open Sundays throughout 
the year and will extend its dally hours 
to 10 p.m. beginning March 1. 


Tho additional hours were approved af- 


ter tho library board voted this week to 
include $6.000 extra in salaries In the 
1975-70 budget. The new budget for the 
year to start March 1 is $563,000, an in- 
crease of 26 per cent over tho current 
budget of $450,000. 


The library will tax at its present rate 


of 15 cents per $100 of equalized assessed 
valuation. Additional revenue is expected 
from I ho large Increase in the assessed 
valuation of the township. 


.MICHAEL .MADDEN, head librarian, 


said tho library will be able to acquire 
about 55 per cent more material this 
year than lost. Budgeted for the new fis- 
cal year for books and other materials is 
$64.700. 


The budget will bo submitted Thursday 
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to the township board to be Included with 
the other township budgets. By law, the 
township board must approve the library 
budget. 


Madden compiled a list of library goals 


for the now fiscal year. They Include: 


• Development of the community re- 


source and organization file. 


• More materials for career planning. 
• Major expansion of the adult-book 


section. 


• Study and initiation of an outreach 


program for the township's senior citi- 
zens. 


• Feasibility of a Dlal-a-Story system. 
• Expansion of the library's public-in- 


formation program. 


The suits stem from the 1968 bribery 


scandal in which K&B paid six former 
village officials to approve zoning for the 
Harrington Square complex near Har- 
rington and Hlggins roads. 


The suit against the village was filed 


after the village refused to issue further 
building permits for the K&B devel- 
opment. Tho village took the action, 
charging the development provided the 
company with "unfair profits." 


THE HOMEOWNERS filed suit against 


the company charging the price of their 
units was Inflated to cover the costs of 
bribing the former village officials. 


Settlement of the homeowners' suit re- 


portedly was close last month when 
homeowners' attorney William Davies 
said only minor details remained to be 
worked out Davies said settlement 
terms included tho company performing 
certain repairs in the complex. 


But a spokesman for Davies said 


Thursday the attorney is hospitalized and 
has requested a 30 day postponement of 
the case. 


Settlement of the homeowners' suit is 


being sought by K&B before it proceeds 
with the village suit. K&B attorney 
Thomas Foran said last week resolution 
of the case could come by this week, but 


only if settlement of the homeowners' 
suit came quickly. 


Village officials have said they have

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Officials huddle on Bears9 stadium for Arlington

A top-lev cl meeting among the owner 


of the Chicago Bears, the president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp. and offl- 
claH of Arlington Heights was held 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of a 
new Bears stadium at Arlington Park 
Race Track, it was learned Thursday. 


The talk nt the Arlington Park Hilton 


Hotel reportedly centered on the village's 
ability to issue revenue bonds to pay for 
the stadium, estimated at around $35 
million. 


Village Pros. Ralph H. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights, who attended the meet- 
ing, said Thursday Bears' team owner 


George Halas and Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president, indicated there 
would be future meetings soon to refine 
the cost figures. 


"They've got to go back and get much 


better figures than what they had," Clar- 
bour said. "I guess they're doing the re- 
search on It now." 


The Bears management reportedly Is 


Interested in a stadium similar to one 
built recently near Buffalo, N. Y. A 
dome-topped stadium Is not thought to be 
under consideration. 


Rich Stadium, In the Buffalo suburb of 


Orchard Park, has a seating capacity of 
80,000. 


Neither Halas nor Cohen were avail- 


able for comment Thursday. However, 
sources Indicated that accountants are 
attempting to reconcile the cost of build- 
ing a new stadium with ticket rereipts 
and other Income to sec If It Is practical 
to build at Arlington Park. 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bonds 
that are tax-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points In Interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday \vith the Impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date was set. 


"I'm in the same position I was IV-j or 


2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour sairl. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not interested in spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights." 


LAST MONTH, Cohen told The Herald 


the feasibility of a football stadium at Ar- 
lington Park was under study ard that 
for the time being Madison Square Gar- 
den would suspend plans for a r),000.unit 


housing development on race-track prop- 
erty. 


Clarbour said he had no reason to 


doubt that Halas Is smcerly interested In 
an Arlington Park stadium. But the vil- 
lage president said he told tha 80-year- 
old Halas that he did not want Arlington 
Heights used as a "political go-between" 
in the team's dealings with the City of 
Chicago. 


The Bears have signed a lease with the 


Chicago Park District to play their 197i 
season in Soldier Field. But Halas has 
said he is not happy with the contract 
terms and would like to build a new sta- 
dium, either in Chicago or the suburbs.

Fedcr.it Bureau of Investigation agents 


raided an Elk Grovo Village warehouse 
Thursday and broke up what they believe 
was a largo bootleg recording operation 
that sold counterfeit tape recordings of 
famous artists at half price. 


BENJAMIN NEIHART watches FBI 


agents go through stacks of stereo 
tapes believed to have been illegally 
produced in an Elk Grove Village 
warehouse. Neihart was charged with 
infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding the 
warehouse. 


Acting on a Up from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the ware- 
house nt 2825 Old Hlgglns Rd. The agents 
took nine persons Into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as well as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by the FBI were tapes of such 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Nell Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they arc looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Niles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which Is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken Into custody, 


Benjamin I. Neihart, 36, Florida, was 
charged with Infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, said to be 
Polish immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Ted Scudder said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce to[>cs from a master player. 


The tapes were mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scudder said. He could not 
estimate the Income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said tho bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4.50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" he said. 


The FBI was called In to make the ar-

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hugh Ccihill acted as consultant to shopping center developer while village building commissioner

A former Schnumburg building commissioner Is under fed- 


eral investigation In connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center. The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahlll. who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973, reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodflcld's developer, 
Taubman Co. 


"Yw. I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me," Cahlll said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahlll Is part of a continuing investigation of 


village government In Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to 1969 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand Jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case 


An Intcmval Revenue Sen-ice agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the hut two weeks and made inquiries 
about Cahlll. It was learned. A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that CahlU's actions as build- 
ing commissioner are being probed. 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southfleld, Mlch.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about it. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he said. 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahlll as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahlll doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store in the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahlll sold the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation. "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," be said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfield plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office In the village. 


Cahlll resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that time, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahlll was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $53,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations Is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions 


were subpoenaed from Schaumburg State Bank in late 1973. 


Reportedly no grand jury testimony has been taken in the

The threatened suit camo a day after 


the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission decided to endorse the projected 
size of the plant despite a commission 
staff recommendation that the size of the 
plant bo reduced. 


I.AV1N SAID THE $200 million

ages asked in the suit would include the 
amount of grants the district stands to 
lose. A MSD spokesman said tho 
dis- 


trict's concern about meeting the June SO 
deadline for federal funds allocated for 
fiscal 1974-75 Is based on n fear that 
while grant money Is available now, it 
might not be next year. 


"In tho event wo cnn't meet the dead- 


line, the entire O'Hare basin project 
would have to be rcsubmltted and re- 
considered for possible federal funding in 
subsequent fiscal years, subject to avail- 
ability of federal funds," Lavin said. 


The sanitary district is hoping federal 


funds will pay for about three-quarters of 
the $95 million plant.

Officials seek to have 
store site landscaped 


JC Penney Co. Inc., is being asked by 


the City of Rolling Meadows why it has 
not landscaped the site of The Treasury 
Store more than a year after the store 
opened. 


The plan commission this week di- 


rected John Hennessy, acting building 
and zoning officer, to demand an ex- 
planation from Penney officials. 


When original plans for the store were 


presented to the commission they in- 
dicated specific large trees already on 
the site at Golf and Algonquin roads 
would be protected during construction 
and would remain, said Carl Couve, com- 
mission chairman. But the trees were re- 
moved, and representatives for The 
Treasury said they would replace them 
when they landscaped the entire site, 
said Couve.

said Couve. 


"It is now over a year since the build- 


ing was done," Couve said. "There Is no 
landscaping and no trees, and we felt it 
should be followed through."

ing for the sewage plant even though in- 
formation calling for a major reduction 
in the size of the plant had been given to 
the commissioners. 


The Herald has learned that the com- 


mission decided to Ignore a staff recom- 
mendation to allow construction of a 
plant that would treat no more than 60 
million gallons of sewage per day. The 
MSD has designed the plant to handle 
about 72 million gallons of sewage at 
first and eventually treat 96 million gal- 
lons dally. 


Tho reason for the difference in capac- 


ity sizes rests with projected population 
and industrial acreage development fore- 
casts for the area that will be served by 
the plant. The projections made by NIPC 
show a smaller population in the area by 
the year 2030 and therefore a need for a 
smaller plant. 


District officials agreed to accept an 


Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy decision to use NIPC's population 
forecasts In several state and federal re- 
ports which are being prepared, but 
NIPC officials have not recommended a 
corresponding reduction In the size of the 
plant because of the change in population 
forecasts. 


THE COMMISSION staff had forecast 


a population of about 350,000 persons liv- 
ing in the area by 2030, but the MSD 
reported a projected population of a- 
bout 439,000 persons by the year 2000 with 
little growth after that. 


Commission officials must approve the 


plans for the plant as a step toward ob- 
taining federal funding. 


Officially, the NIPC recommendation 


also decided to avoid any comment on 
questions regarding the environmental 
impact. Tltc recommendation will be in- 
c l u d c d in the environmental-impact 
statement being prepared by tho district 
for review by the Illinois and U.S. envi- 
ronmental protection agencies. 


The plant will receive sewage from 


seven Northwest suburbs through a deep 
tunnel system in Mount Prospect. The 
suburbs include Des Plaines, Mount 
Prospect, Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows.

cerned residents of Palatine Township 
Thursday night that an intensive in- 
vestigation has been launched into the 
recent rape and beating of an English 
Valley subdivision woman at her home.

inadequate police protection. 


Lowthorp said he has 12 men working 


on the investigation of the Jan. 31 rape,

in the city's north industrial park. 


The property is owned by George Tan- 


gas, who wants to build a plant for Coil- 
matics Inc., a firm he owns that manu- 
factures electronic components. 


Tangas asked for a variation from 


parking requirements to allow him to put 
more than six parking spots in the front 
of the building. 


The commissioners noted the parking 


variance would have allowed Tangas to 
build a larger structure than would be 
permitted if he complied with the park- 
ing code. "Wo felt he was putting too big 
a building on the lot," said Carl Couve, 
commission chairman. 


Bennett T. Trapani, representing the 


owner, also requested a variance al- 
lowing him to include an undeveloped 
road right-of-way as part of his total 
acreage.

that sold counterfeit tape recordings of 
famous artists at half price. 


BENJAMIN NEIHART watches FBI 
agents go through stacks of stereo 
tapes believed to have boon illegally 
produced in an Elk Grove Village 
warehouse. Noihart was charged with 
infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding the 
warehouse. 


Acting on a tip from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the ware- 
home at 2323 Old Hlggins Rd. The agents 
took nine persons into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as well as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by the FBI were tapes of such 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Neil Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they arc looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Nlles, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken Into custody, 


Benjamin I. Ncihnrt, 36, Florida, was 
charged with infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, said to be 
Polish Immigrants, were turned over to 
the U S Immigration and Naturalization 
Sen Ice. 


Assistant U S Atty. Ted Scuddcr said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player 


The tapes were mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scuddcr said. He could not 
estimate the Income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said the bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4 50 compared

Co and the) paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is part of a continuing investigation of

federal law. Making Illegal tapes Is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a year in 
prison and a fine of up to $25,000 for the 
first offense, police said. The penalty 
was only recently increased to those lim- 
its. 


SHUDDER SAID the tapes may have 


been marketed in a variety of ways, In- 
cluding sales from the rear of trucks 
parked at state fairs or other public 
events. Legitimate manufacturers esti- 
mate they lose $7 each time a bootleg 
tape is sold. 


The FBI said Greenwood and Moore 


leased the 2,000-square-foot unit recently 
and planned to move to a larger space 
across the street in the same industrial 
complex. 


FBI agents began inventorying the con- 


tents of the building Thursday afternoon. 
The building will be scaled by court or- 
der.

Sheriff's Police assured about 300 con- 


cerned residents of Palatine Township 
Thursday night that an intensive in- 
vestigation has been launched into the 
recent rape and beating of an English 
Valley subdivision woman at her home. 


Maj. Richard Lowthorp, commander of 


the northern portion of the county, told 
the standing-room-only crowd that ru- 
mors recently circulating in the north 
part of the township were false and con- 
tributed to a hysteria in the area about 
inadequate police protection. 


Lowthorp said he has 12 men working 


on the investigation of the Jan. 31 rape, 
beating and robbery of the woman in the 
garage of her home near Dundee and 
Smith roads. 


AT THE MEETING at Lincoln School, 


residents of English Valley Pepper Tree 
F a r m s and Heatherlca subdivisions 
voiced concern about police patrol and 
responses by the Sheriff's Police. 


Lowthorp said it did not take the coun- 


ty police 40 minutes to respond to the 
report of the incident, as some residents 
said, and said there arc tape recordings 
that indicate it took less than 18 minutes 
from dispatch to the policeman's last ra- 
dio notification for evidence technicians 
to arrive at the home. 


He added that the neighbor who report- 


ed the incident called the telephone oper- 
ator wishing to report a family fight. The 
woman was connected with the Palatine 
Police Dept. and the information was re- 
layed to Sheriff's Police. There was nev- 
er a report of a rape or beating, Low- 
thorp said. 


Lt. Howard Vanik said the Jan. 31 rape 


appeared to be similar to one last Octo- 
ber in the nearby Countryside devel- 
opment and to one reported last year in 
Mount Prospect. He said the similar cir- 
cumstances were that the rapes were 
committed by a black man and that the 
victims apparently were followed home 
from shopping centers. Vanik maintained 
no similar incidents were reported 


recently in the three-subdivision are» — 
as had been rumored In English Valley. 


EUGENE DORSC1I. president of the 


English Valley Homeowners' Assn., said 
after the meeting, "It (the rape) high- 
lighted one of the problems we have liv- 
ing in unincorporated Cook County." A 
committee has been formed to look into 
possible annexation of the three-subdivi- 
sions into the Village of Palatine. 


Police protection is one of the reasons 


for seeking annexation, Dorsch said. "I 
think people are concerned about police 
protection." 


Vanik said authorities arc looking for a 


black man who possibly works as a con- 
struction worker in the Palatine area. 


Police said the suspect was described

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Officials huddle on Bears9 stadium for Arlington

A top-level meeting among the owner 


or the Chicago Bears, the president of 
Madison Square Garden Corp. and offi- 
cials of • Arlington Heights was held 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of a 
new Bears stadium at Arlington Park 
Race Track. It was learned Thursday. 


The talk at the Arlington Park Hilton 


Hotel reportedly centered on the village's 
ability to issue revenue bonds lo pay for 
the stadium, estimated at around $33 
million. 


Village Pros. Ralph II. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights, who attended the meet- 
ing, said Thursday Bears' team burner 


George Halas and Alan Cohen, Madison 
Square Garden president, indicated there 
would bo future meetings soon to refine 
the cost figures. 


"They've got to go back and get much 


better figures than what they had," Clar- 
bour said. "I guess they're doing the re- 
search on It now." 


The Bears management reportedly Is 


Interested in a stadium similar to one 
built recently near Buffalo, N. Y. A 
dome-topped stadium is not thought to be 
under consideration. 


Rich Stadium, hi the Buffalo suburb of 


Orchard Park, has a seating capacity of 
80,000. 


Neither Halas nor Cohen were avail- 


able for comment Thursday. However, 
sources Indicated that accountants are 
attempting to reconcile the cost of build- 
ing a new stadium with ticket receipts 
and other Income to see if it is practical 
to build at Arlington Park. 


If the Arlington Heights Village Board 


approved a revenue-bond sale for a sta- 
dium, the cost of the bonds would be paid 
for exclusively from stadium revenue. 
But by selling municipal revenue bonds 
that ore tax-free to the holder, the vil- 
lage could save the stadium backers sev- 
eral percentage points in interest. 


Clarbour said he left the hour-long 


meeting Wednesday with the Impression 
that Halas was in a hurry to schedule 
future meetings, but no date was set. 


"I'm in the same position I was Hi or 


2 months ago when they first decided to 
consider a stadium," Clarbour said. "Un- 
til they get reasonably representative 
figures I'm not interested in spending a 
lot of my time and other people's time 
without knowing what's in it for the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights."

LAST MONTH, Cohen told The Herald 


the feasibility of a football stadium at Ar- 
lington Park was under study and that 
for the time being Madison Square Gar- 
den would suspend plans for a 5,000-unit 


housing development on race-track prop- 
erty. 


Clarbour said he had no reason to 


doubt that Halas is sinccrly interested in 
an Arlington Pork stadium. But the vil- 
lage president said he told the 80-year- 
old Halas that he did not want Arlington 
Heights used as a "political go-between" 
in the team's dealings with the City of 
Chicago. 


The Bears have signed a lease with the 


Chicago Park District to play their 1975 
season in Soldier Field. But Halas has 
said he is not happy with the contract 
terms and would like to build a new sta- 
dium, either in Chicago or the suburbs. 


9 taken into custody in Elk Grove Village raid 
FBI seizes bootlegged tapes in warehouse

Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


raldi-d an Elk Grove Village warehouse 
Thursday and broke up what they believe 
was a lurgc bootleg recording operation 
that sold counterfeit tape recordings of 
famous artists at half price. 


BENJAMIN NEIHART watches FBI 
agents go through stacks of stereo 
tapes believed to have been illegally 
produced in an Elk Grove Village 
warehouse. Neihart was charged with 
infringing on copyrighted music for 
profit, police said after raiding .the 
warehouse. 


Acting on a Up from Elk Grove Village 


police, FBI agents entered the ware- 
house at 2825 Old Higglns Rd. The agents 
took nine persons into custody and con- 
fiscated $20,000 worth of tape-copying 
equipment as xvcll as tens of thousands of 
counterfeit tapes. 


Found by the FBI were tapes of such 


country-Western and rock stars as Lynn 
Anderson, Miles Davis, Aretha Franklin, 
Nell Diamond, Mac Davis and the Four 
Tops. 


AGENTS SAID they arc looking for 


Lowell Greenwood of Kentucky, and An- 
drew Moore of Nllcs, Mich., believed to 
be operators of the company — which is 
known both as Kelly Plastics and A&G 
Distributors. 


One of the nine taken Into custody, 


Benjamin I. Neihart, 36, Florida, was 
charged with Infringing on copyrighted 
music for profit. The others, sold to be 
Polish Immigrants, were turned over to 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Sen-Ice. 


Assistant U.S. Ally. Ted Scudder said 


the company evidently bought legitimate 
tapes of recording artists and copied 
them. The warehouse contained a bank 
of automatic tape machines that could 
reproduce tapes from a master player. 


The tapes wore mostly eight-track 


recordings, many of them bearing no 
trademark, Scudder said. He could not 
estimate the Income from the tape-mak- 
ing operation, but said the bootleg tapes 
usually sell for less than $4.50 compared 
to a regular market price of $8. "The 
profits have to be huge" he said. 


The FBI was called In to make the ar-

Ex-Schaumburg official probed in Woodfield building 


Hugh Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer while village building commissioner 


by PAT GErtLACH 


A former Schaumburg building commissioner Is under fed- 


eral investigation In connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center. The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill, who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973, reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodficld's developer, 
Taubmon Co. 


"Yes. I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co. and they paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is part of a continuing investigation of 


village government In Schaumburg by the U.S. Attorney's 
office. Village records back to 1969 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case. 


An Internval Revenue Sen-ice agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two weeks and made Inquiries 
about Cahill. it was learned. A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
ing commissioner are being probed. 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southfleld, Mlch.,-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co. to the village for official review. 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about It. I gave 


them no concessions. Basically, they were pretty good plans," 
he said. 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co. 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store in the shopping center for the advance review. He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co. 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation. "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," be said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfield plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office in the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed. At that time, Village Pres. Rob- 
ert 0. Atchcr disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded. 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co. paid $33,500 hi building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records. 


Neither Atcher nor Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation. 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings. 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases. 


Financial records involving Atcher's personal transactions

federal law. Making illegal tapes is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a year in 
prison and a fine of up to $25,000 for the 
first offense, police said. The penalty 
was only recently increased to those lim- 
its. 


SHUDDER SAID the tapes may have 


been marketed in a variety of ways, in- 
cluding sales from the rear of trucks 
parked at state fairs or other public 
events. Legitimate manufacturers esti- 
mate they lose $7 each time a bootleg 
tape Is sold. 


The FBI said Greenwood and Moore 


leased the 2,000-square-foot unit recently 
and planned to move to a larger space 
across the street In the same industrial 
complex. 


FBI agents began inventorying the con- 


tents of the building Thursday afternoon. 
The building will be sealed by court or- 
der. Police tipped off the FBI to the op- 
eration after they became suspicious of 
activities at the warehouse.

Des Plaines faces $200 million suit

Metropolitan Sanitary District trustees 


Thursday threatened to file a $200 million 
lawsuit against the City of DCS Plaines If 
continued city protests delay funding ap- 
proval for a sewage plant on the city's 
west side. 


Allen S. Lavin, attorney for the dis- 


trict, was unanimously directed to filo 
tho damage suit If tho city's current law- 
suit against the sanitary district delays a 
decision by the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency post the June 30 deadline 
for 1074-75 federal grants. 


The threatened suit came a day after 


the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission decided to endorse tho projected 
size of tho plant despite a commission 
staff recommendation that tho size of the 
plant be reduced. 


LAVIN SAID THE $200 million dam- 


ages asked in the suit would Include the 
amount of grants tho district stands to 
lose. A MSD spokesman said tho dis- 
trict's concern about meeting tho Juno 30 
deadline for federal funds allocated for 
fiscal 1974-75 Is based on a fear that 
while grant money Is available now, It 
might not be next year. 


"In tho ovent we can't meet the dead- 


line, tho entire O'Haro basin project 
would have to be rcsubmltted and re- 
considered for possible federal funding In 
subsequent fiscal years, subject to avail- 
ability of federal funds," Lavin said. 


Tho sanitary district Is hoping federal 


funds will pay for about three-quarters of 
the $93 million plant. 


The MSD suit also would seek com- 


pensatory damages for tho Increased 
cost of plant construction for each year 
construction Is delayed, and punitive 
damages for "Injury to public health" 
caused by the delay. 


Tho city Is attempting to control the 


design of the plant at Elmhurst Road 
and Oakton Street through a local health 
ordinance. 


WHILE .MSD OFFICIALS were threat- 


ening Des Plaines, NIPC members were 
recommending federal approval of fund- 
ing for the sewage plant even though In- 
formation calling for a major reduction 


in the size of the plant had been given to 


the commissioners. 


The Herald has learned that the com- 


mission decided to Ignore a staff recom- 
mendation to allow construction of a 
plant that would treat no more than 60 
million gallons of sewage per day. Tho 
MSD lias designed the plant to handle 
about 72 million gallons of sewage at 
first and eventually treat 9(1 million gal- 
lons dally. 


The reason foi' the difference In capac- 


ity sizes rests with projected population 
and Industrial acreage development fore- 
casts for the area that will be served by 
the plant. The projections made by NIPC 
show a smaller population In the area by 
the year 2030 and therefore a need for a 
smaller plant. 


District officials agreed to accept an 


Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy decision to use NIPC's population 
forecasts In several state and federal re- 
ports which arc being prepared, but 
NIPC officials have not recommended a 
corresponding reduction In the size of the 
plant because of the change In population 
forecasts. 


THE COMMISSION staff had forecast 


a population of about 350,000 persons liv- 
ing in the area by 2030, but the MSD 
reported a projected population of a- 


bout 439.000 persons by the year 2000 with 
little growth after that. 


Commission officials must approve tho 


plans for the plant as a step toward ob- 
taining federal funding. 


Officially, the NIPC recommendation 


also decided to avoid any comment on 
questions regarding the environmental 
impact. The recommendation will be in- 
e l u d e d in tho environmental-Impact 
statement being prepared by the district 
for review by the Illinois and U.S. envi- 
ronmental protection agencies. 


The plant will receive sewage from 


seven Northwest suburbs through a deep 
tunnel system In Mount Prospect. The 
suburbs Include Des Plaines, Mount 
Prospect, Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and 
Rolling Meadows.

Construction of a reservoir to deter 


flooding in Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights has been delayed again, this 
time because of difficulties in obtaining 
the site. 


Forrest C. Neil, chief engineer for the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD), 
said Thursday the district has not been 
able to buy the land it needs to build the 
stormwater reservoir at Central and 
Busso roads. 


Neil delayed MSD board of trustees ap- 


proval of a reservoir agreement with the 
two villages Thursday because he said he 
wanted to report to the board about prob- 
lems in the acquisition of the land for the 
basin. 


Although the district already 
has 


bought 26.7 acres, another 42.3 acres 
must be purchased before the basin can 
be built. 


LAST YEAR MSD engineers blamed 


the two villages for delaying negotiations 
on the basin project. The two villages 
and the MSD have been trying to reach 
an agreement since August 1973. 


Both villages approved the agreement 


in December. 


While there is little doubt that the MSD 


will eventually got the land because the 
district can resort to condemnation, the 
problems In negotiating for the land pur- 
chase could delay the basin construction 
even more. 


The basin, which would hold only 


storm sewage, not combined sanitary 
and storm sewage, would be built by the 
MSD. The two local villages in the agree- 
ment would cover any costs over $1.3 
million far the construction and would be 
required to maintain the basin and to im- 


prove local sewers leading to the basin to 
keep sanitary sewage out of it. 


Once the O'Hare Water Reclamation 


plant construction is finished and the sys- 
tem of underground tunnels is completed 
to collect combined sewage, the MSD 
plans to enlarge the Central and Busse 
basin and make it a holding basin for 
combined sewage. But that may be 10 
years off, and officials of the two villages 
said hi 1973 they wanted to see a part of 
the basin built sooner to help combat 
flooding. 


WHILE HOLDING off on the basin ap- 


proval, MSD officials Thursday said they 
have begun to acquire easements for the 
paths of the tunnels which will run under 
Mount Prospect to carry the sewage to 
the O'Hare plant. 


The MSD paid $300 to Richard and 


Carlotta Kozak for an casement under 
their property at the southeast corner of 
William and Isabella streets in Mount 
Prospect and $200 to a trust held by the 
First Arlington National Bank for an 
casement under the northeast corner of 
Oakton Street and Higgins Road in Elk 
Grove Township. 


The money went to 1880 Snacktimc 


Inc., a restaurant at the corner which 
burned down a year ago. Beneficiary of 
the trust is John Kouzoukos, MSD offi- 
cials said. 


The MSD received a third permit to 


build the tunnel system free from the Il- 
linois Dcpt. of Transportation. 


The permit allows the district to build 


tunnels along the west side of Elmhurst 
Road from the Northwest Tollway to Ma- 
nawa Trail and across Central Road at 
Weller Lane.

Hugh Cahill acted as consultant to shopping center developer while village building commissioner

A former Schaumburg building commissioner is under fed- 


eral Investigation in connection with the construction of 
Woodfield Shopping Center, The Herald learned Thursday. 


Hugh Cahill. who served as building commissioner from 


1971 to January 1973. reviewed and approved plans for the 
world's largest shopping center at a time when he apparently 
was being paid consulting fees by Woodflcld's developer, 
Taubman Co 


"Yes, I did some work on a consultant basis for Taubman 


Co and they paid me," Cahill said Thursday. 


The probe of Cahill is pan of a continuing Investigation of 


village government in Schaumburg by the U S Attorney's 
office Village records back to 1%9 were subpoenaed last July 
by a federal grand jury and several investigators have been 
assigned to the case 


An Intcrnval Revenue Service agent visited the village mu- 


nicipal building within the last two weeks and made inquiries 
about Cahill. It was learned A source close to the in- 


vestigation confirmed Thursday that Cahill's actions as build- 
ing commissioner arc being probed 


CAHILL, A CIVIL structural engineer, said his consulting 


work for the Southficld, Mich .-based shopping center firm 
consisted of "preliminary review" of plans later submitted by 
Taubman Co to the village for official review 


"I don't think there was anything illegal about it I gave 


them'no concessions Basically, they were pretty good plans " 
he said 


Philip Ross, Woodfield project manager, said Thursday he 


remembered Cahill as building commissioner but added he 
had no knowledge of Cahill doing consulting work for Taub- 
man Co 


CAHILL IS REPORTED to have received a fee for each 


store in the shopping center for the advance review He de- 
clined comment on specific fees paid to him by Taubman Co 


Cahill said the work was done at a time when the building 


department was a "one-man" operation "There never was a 
time when I wasn't swamped with work," he said, saying the 
preliminary review of Woodfield plans made his work easier 
once plans were submitted to his office in the village. 


Cahill resigned after he charged the building department 


was seriously understaffed At that time, Village Pres Rob- 
ert 0 Atelier disputed Cahill's charge, though the department 
has since been expanded 


During the time Cahill was building commissioner, Taub- 


man Co paid $33,500 in building permit fees for the first two 
phases of Woodfield, according to village records 


Neither Atchcr nor Village Atty Jack M Siegel would com- 


ment on the investigation 


THE FEDERAL subpoena of village records called for all 


contracts, personnel records, names of village trustees and 
other officials as well as building permits, zoning records and 
minutes of all official meetings 


The statute of limitations on most federal violations is five 


years with the exception of a six-year limit on income-tax 
cases

Site problems cited 
Reservoir project 
delayed again

Construction of a reservoir to deter 


flooding In Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights has been delayed again, this 
time because of difficulties In obtaining 
the site. 


Forrest C. Neil, chief engineer for the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD), 
gald Thursday the district has not been 
able to buy the land It needs to build the 
rtormwater reservoir at Central and 
Busso roads. 


Nell delayed MSD board of trustees ap- 


proval of a reservoir agreement with the 
two villages Thursday because he said he 
wanted to report to the board about prob- 
lems In the acquisition of the land for the 
basin. 


Although the district already has 


bought 26.7 acres, another 42.3 acres 
must be purchased before the basin can 
be built. 


LAST YEAIl MSI) engineers blamed 


the two villages for delaying negotiations 
on the basin project. The two villages 
and the MSD have been trying to reach 
an agreement since August 1973. 


Both villages approved tho agreement 


in December. 
' 


While there is little doubt that tho MSD 


will eventually get the land because the 


district can resort to condemnation, the 
problems in negotiating for the land pur- 
chase could delay the basin construction 
oven more. 


The basin, which would hold only 


storm sewage, not combined sanitary 
and storm sewage, would be built by the 
^rSD. The two local villages In the agree- 
ment would cover any costs over $1.3 
million for the construction and would be 
required to maintain the basin and to im- 
prove local sewers leading to the basin to 
keep sanitary sewage out of it. 


Once the O'llare Water Reclamation 


plant construction is finished and the sys- 
tem of underground tunnels is completed 
to collect combined sewage, the MSD 
plans to enlarge the Central and Busso 
basin and make It a holding basin for 
combined sewage. But that may be 10 
years off, and officials of the two villages 
said In 1973 they wanted to sec a part of 
the basin built sooner to help combat 
flooding, 


WHILE HOLDING off on the basin ap- 


proval, MSD officials Thursday said they 
hove begun to acquire casements for the 
paths of the tunnels which will run under 
Mount Prospect to carry the sewage to 
the O'llare plant. 


James T. Ryan, independent Arlington 


Heights village president candidate, said 
Thursday he will propose sidewalk in- 
stallation only in areas where they are 
needed for public safety. 


Ryan made the statement at a morning 


news conference in which he pledged to 
stop any plans for sidewalks in several 
subdivisions, including Scarsdale, Stone- 
gate and Sherwood. 


He also said the board of local im- 


provements — the appointed commission 
now planning sidewalk special assess- 


• ment projects — should be eliminated. 


"I have previously stated that an ap- 


pointed board of local improvements 
should be eliminated since the citizens 
affected by a local assessment should, 
from the very outset, have the benefit of 
addressing his elected representative," 
Ryan said. 


"SAFETY SHOULD BE the only rea- 


son for a sidewalk assessment and not 
uniformity," he added. The village

should "boar the burden of proof" in 
showing that an area does need side- 
walks for safety reasons, he said. 


"By and large, areas such as Scars- 


dale. Stonegate, Pine Gate Highlands, 
Arlington Knolls, Sherwood, Arlingdale 
and streets such as Hawthorne should be 
maintained essentially as they are," 
Ryan said. But he said that if It came to 
a choice between the charm of a neigh- 
borhood and proven safety consid- 
erations, "there would be no question 
that sidewalks should go In. I think par- 
ents would be 10 jumps ahead of us on 
that." 


However, Ryan did say that residents 


who want sidewalks, such as those living 
on Ridge Avenue between Oakton Street 
and Thomas Avenue, should have them 
as soon as possible. 


RYAN SAID THAT the village board 


or those members selected to serve as a 
board of local improvements would have 
to take the time to determine which 
areas require special assessment proj- 
ects for safety reasons. 


"I am not unaware of the great contri- 


butions that have been made by it and its 
members in the past," Ryan said of the 
board of local improvements. Ryan said 
he had voted in favor of some BOLI spe- 
cial assessment projects during his five 
years on the village board, "when I was 
convinced that there were safety consid- 
erations." 


Ryan said that he would "change the 


ordinance" which establishes the board 
of local improvements, and gradually 
phase out its programs. Residents in- 
volved In pending programs should have 
the chance to voice their feelings on the 
projects, he said. 


RYAN SAID HE expects to spend from 


$2,000 to $3,000 on his campaign for vil- 
lage president. He has hired a full-time 
campaign coordinator, David Wiltse, 102 


S. Wilshire Ln., and will shortly open a 
campaign headquarters at 206 N. Dunton 
Ave. 


Although three other independent vil- 


lage candidates have formed the Village 
Independent Party in opposition to the 
Caucus Party slate, Ryan said he was 
running as a "complete independent" and 
did not wish to run with any slate of can- 
didates. 


Ryan is running for village president 


against Caucus party-endorsed David 
Griffith. Both are village trustees. 


The VIP slate for four trustee posts Is 


Robert H. Miller, 0. V. Anderson and 
August Bcttman. 


C a u c u s candidates are Madeline 


Schrocdcr, Alfred Barboro Jr., Norman 
Breyer and Mary Schlott.

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New budget may raise tax rate 9.5%

The Vill 130 of Arlington Heights' tax 


rate could Increase 9.S per cent to Its 
hlghvtt level in at least 10 years If the 
proposed 1975-76 village budget Is accept- 
ed without modification. 


The M.I million budget for the general 


fund Includes an estimated tax rate of 
.9612 per $100 equalized assessed valu- 
ation. This year's village tax rate Is ex- 
pected to be .8802. 


Taxes for the 1975-76 budget will show 


up on the tax bill that will bo due in 
August 1976. 


The estimated .9642 rate docs not In- 


clude the cost of Issuing $3.5 million in 
general-obligation bonds for flood con- 
trol, or the cost of a proposed addition to 
the library that will be voted on April 1 
and could add another .11 to the rate. 


"The budget provides for a very mod- 


est increase In personnel, six firemen 
and six policemen, and no expansion of

existing sen-ices," said Kenneth Bonder, 
finance director. 


ALMOST ALL of the increase In the 


proposed 1375-76 budget is due to in- 
flation, he said, including a proposed 8 
per cent cost-oMivtng adjustment for vil- 
lage employes. 


So far Arlington Heights policemen and 


firemen have given no public indication 
whether the proposed 8 per cent wage 
increase is acceptable to them. Review 
of the police and fire department budgets 
Is not expected until next Tuesday or 
Thursday. 


This year, unlike the past several 


years, representatives of police and fire 


department employes have been instruct- 
ed not to appear at the public budget 
hearings. Instead, they have been dis- 
cussing wage requests with Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson who in turn is expected to 
report to the village board's finance com- 
mittee. 


THE ESTIMATED .record-high tax 


rate in the proposed budget could be re- 
duced if the village board opts to use a 
part of its federal revenue-sharing funds 
to meet operating expenses otherwise 
covered by the real estate tax. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier, chairman of 


the finance committee, already has said 
that this is a "very definite possibility." 
This year the village will use $154,000 in 
revenue sharing for operating expenses. 


The recent hiring of seven employes 


under a federal emergency unemploy- 
ment program saved further pressure on 
the budget, Bonder said.

federal law. Making illegal tapes is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a year in 
prison and a fine of up to $25,000 for the 
first offense, police said. The penalty 
was only recently Increased to those lim- 
its.

"I am quite sure that the operator 
of the vehicle (Patroman David Mabbitt) 
did not use the proper care and caution 
In operating his vehicle. However, I do 
not believe that not exercising that care 
and caution is tantamount to criminal 
negligence.
